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ANGLO-RUSSIAN 
RELATIONS. 


Ir will be a remarkuble, and not 
the least important, outcome of the 
war if, as well as tightening the 
bonds of Anglo-Japanese friendship, 
it should open the door to an under- 
standing between Great Britain and 
Russia, As the world grows older 
and wiser, after every great war 
there comes an intenser feeling 
that the waste and sorrow of the 
conflict ought to have been avoided ; 
that it must not at all events, be 
repeated. Prince von Bilow was, 
in fact, merely giving utterance to 
what with thoughtful people has 
become a commonplace, when, in the 
course of interviews, which he seems 
to have welcomed as opportunities 
for making overtuies all round, he 
said, taking AngloGerman relations 
as a special case, that to talk of the 
inevitableness of warfare .between - 
civilised nations is nonsense. There 
are other fields for the-exercise of 
that spirit of emulation which is the 
vitalising force of the world than'the 
battlefield, fields equally or : more 
honourable, where the joy of rivalry; 
may be as keen, the generalship as 
brilliant, the results as decisive as at: ,, 
Mukden or Lisoyang, without -the 
' brutality of human slaughter. The 
| rough and ready methods of force'are , 
| antiquated in this refined age; they 
i were pardonable before the nations 
had grown’ to know one another, and 
| to have interlocking interests, but the 











| more closely those interests are inter- 
{ locked,.the greater the mutual know- 
| ledge, the more unforgivable becomes , 
areference to the sword as arbitrator. 
‘Swedén and Norway are, affording, 
at the moment an example of. the - 
better way of settling international ; 
disputes. The world applauds them, 
both sides emerge with honour, and, 
they will be more united in’ real 
sentiment than ever. : 
It has been the fashion to regard , 
Anglo-Russian relations as inevitably 
antagonistic. Till recently there 
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was supposed to be a fated incom- 
pa‘ability of interrst between Great 
Britain “and Fiance. That has 
vanished before « genuine desire for 
reconciliation and to see the 
vuther’s view; why not the differ- 
ences between Great Britain and 
Vussia ako? In spite of the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance, in spite of 
the? irritutions of the late war, we 
believe there has nc ver been a more 
fricndly feel‘ng on the part of Eng- 
lishmen as a whole for the Russians 
as a pcople than at the present time. 
‘The very sufferings of that prople, 
under un oppressive bureaucracy, 
have touched the imagination and 
sympathy vf freedom-loving British- 
ers, who would rejoice to see the na- 
tion united aud strong, tuking its 
place in the vin of civilisation und pro- 
ress, Reasonable Englishm n have 
long been r-ady to admit thar Russia 
is entitled to, and must have indeed, 
some more favourable outlet for 
her resources towards the. ocean. 
An immense land-empire c«nnot 
be in perpetuity debarred from 
the open sea, It is the manner 
of her attempts at obtaining 
her warm-water port that has 
been the trouble,. While‘every siep 
foriard on the part of Russia was a 
menace, veiled or undisguised, to the 
peaceful nations arround her, those 
steps had to be opposed by all the 
forces of diplomacy and arms, British 
interests have been chiefly menaced, 
and the resulting opposition has 
therefore been mainly British. But 
with the withdrawal of the menace 
there is no remaining. resentment 
on the part of Britons against 
Russians. There is, as the “Tele- 
raph” hes romarked, room in Asia 
for both Powers, and, as might have 
been added, room for all the Powers 
to exercise their peaceful vighte and 
practice their commerce. ‘The basis 
of an understanding would be arrived 
ab we are convinced with com- 
paratively little difficulty, and without 
in the least impairing our relation- 
ship with Japan which on her part 
also will find advantage in resum- 
ing intercourse “with her northern 
neighbour. The value of such 
an understanding between Great’ 
Brituin and Russia would be immense 
to both parties, The Far Eas:ern 
estion has been settled and con- 
clusively, but there still remain the 
danger spheres in the Near and 
Middle East, which have disturb:d 
the Foreign Offices for more than 
half a century, have suffered” un- 
paralleled barbarities to be perpet- 
rated, and are uo nearer’ settlement 
- now then at the time of the Crimean 
War. The Sick Man of Europe. is 
taking even now, as our last telegrams 
show, a fresh lease of unwholesome 
life because his doctors canuot agree 
to force him to take the medicine 
they have agreed to be necessary, 
but which he refuses to take without 
pressure, Two such doctors as Great 


Britain and Russia in joint persua- 
sion could hardly fail to effect a 
permanent cure. 

On these grounds then we welcome 
the growing friendliness of tone on 
both sides, encouraged by straight- 
forward utterances such xs Lord 
Lansdowne’s explanation of the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance, and sup- 
ported by the newspapers of the two 
capitals. 1t will be a good omen for 
the coming Peace Conference at the 
Hague if two more Powers, which 
too long have been at arm’s length 
show sigus of drawing more closely 
together.

Banoy Fojérviry, who has been roap- 
pointed Hungarian Premier, holds the 
rank of Goneralin the Hungarian army, and 
was fornierly Minister of Defence, being 
appointed to that post in 1884, and ever 
since that time he has been in the 
Cabinet. At the end of June this year, 
or early in July, after Hungary had 
been without a Premier for some time, he 
was appointed: by the Emperor of 
Austro-Hungary to the post of Premier, 
Baron Fejérvary formed a Cabinet, 
‘but only one meeting of Parliament 
was held, it being prorogued by the 
Emperor at the same sitting owing to the 
dotermination of the Oppositionists to 
move a resolution declaring that the 
country had not confidence in the Minis- 
try. ‘The Oppositionists, however, pub- 
lished their motion. The Premier then 
resigned, his term of office having lasted 
about two, weeks only. Last | month 
the Emperor Francis Joseph, desiring to 
make another attempt to restore the 
constitutional régime in Hungary, request- 
ed tho leaders of the Opposition, who 
hada majority in the Diet, to form a 
Ministry, but he declined to entertain 
any modification affecting the union of 
‘Austria and Hungary, or the Army, The 
Opposition declined to form a Government 
on the Emperor’s conditions, and on 
the 26tlr of September it was announced 
that the Hungarian Opposition parties 
would meet. on the 3rd of October to 
draft a formal reply.to the Emperor. The 
leaders of the coalition have meanwhile

in 1904. The average trade of N. 8. W. 
per inhabitant equals £41. 13s.8d., doubt- 
less greater per head of the population 
than any other part of the world. Mark- 
ed attention is now being paid to the de- 
velopment of the country and settling 
people on the land, and under the most 
liberal of land laws. 'Kobe, Japan, is still

AMERICAN PRESS ON 
THE PEACE. 


2nd October. 

THE ‘papers received by the last 
American mail bave much to say 
about the Peace Conference st 
Portsmouth, and its outcome, which 
was known in the States just prior 
tothe departure of the mail. The 
prevailing tdne is one of satisfaction, 
together with au expression of ad- 
miration for the magnapimity of 
Japan in withdrawing her three 
principal claims aguinst Russia. ‘The 
“Geattle Daily Times,” discussing 
this phase of the question, is of the 
opinion that, however Japan’s action 
may ‘be-be: looked at now, “history 
will record but one -motive—that: of 
an absolute and ‘complete regard for 
peace. To be sure,” the writer goes 
on to say, “Japan was in a position 
to drive.-the Rrosdian arms, oub of 
Manchuria, but that would have been 
the limit of her pursuing the war, 
except ‘the capture of Vladivostock, 
for there's nothing else lft to the 
Russians on the ‘North Pacific Coast. 
But Japan now gets that resu't 
wishout continuing the war, and 
immediately. discontinues an ex- 
penditure of at lenst $500;000 per 
diem; and ‘within sixty days an 
expenditure of double that sum. . . 
. + Why should Japan con- 
tinue-a war costing so much, when 
by a-stroke of the pen she could 
terminate it, and secure without 
equivocation every principle for 
which she. bad contended? The 
world would have sustained Japan if 
she had ‘stood pat’ on her last pro- 
position—to wit: The sale of the 
northern half of the island of Saghs- 
lien to Russia for a price to be 
determined by arbitration, and, the 
Japanese people throughout the 
world were unanimous in the de- 
mand that.

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“Many Japanese seem to have set 
their hearts on indemnity. They 
forget that indemnity has heretofore 
only been paid by a conquered nation, 
and generally as a ransom. Russia 
is not conquered. No Japanese has 
set foot on Russian soil except on the 
isolated island of Saghalien, Vlad- 
ivostock has not fallen, even. Japan 
hus merely driven. Russia ont of 
Manchuria, a country foreign to both 
nations, anomalous as that.is, and has 
destroyed the major part of the 
Russian navy, Russia herself is as 
untouched as the United States 
would be if England were to destroy 
our Atlantic fleet, drive us out of 
Mexico, say, and capture Hawaii, 
‘Under those circumstances this nation 
might make peace, but it is unlikely 
that it would pay indemnity. The 
Japanese have no real ground for 
objection to what their peace envoys 
have done, for they have made a just 
and magnanimous peace, perce with 
honour.” 

‘The same paper in another article, 
looks at the matter from another 
point of view. We give. the follow- 
ing extract from its columns :— 
“Peace means millions in trade to 
Seattle. . Probably no city outside 
of Tokio and St, Petersburg has 
watched the progress and develop- 
ment of peace negotiations with 
more acute interest than the metro- 
polis of Puget Sound, ‘The beginning 
of the war in February, 1904, was 
marked here by the stoppage of the 
then existing line of steam trans- 
portation from Seattle to the Orient, 
which was a Japanese line. This 
condition did not last long, but 
traffic was subject to interruption. 
Ever since its resumption, and the 
addition of the Great Northern liners, 
the evils of war have had no little 
deterrent and depressing effect on 
commerce with Japan, and a dis- 
astrous one on that with Russia.

THE EGYPTIAN CIVIL 
SERVICE. 


Srid October. 

Lorp Cromer in his last report 
on the Administration of Egypt sets 
forth in detail the somewhat novel 
method which has been devised for 
selecting persons for the European 
civil service of that country and the 
Soudan, which constitutes a depar- 
ture alike from the simple process 
of personal selection that prevailed 
previously and from competitive ex- 











preliminary nomination. According’ 
to the report the candidates consist 
of such persons as choose to enter, 
who have as a necessary preliminary 
taken the B.A. degree at one or 
other of the Universities, a designa- 
tion which, for practical purposes at 
any rate, appears to be limited.to the 
Universities of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge, though in 1904 there was 
one appointment actually made from 
Dublin University. A board of high 
officials, a high official being else- 
where defined roughly as an official 
in receipt of a salary of £800 a year 
or upwards, sits in London in’ the 
month of July, and receives a list of| 
the candidates together with reports 
from their University authorities on 
their scholastic career and character’ 
and any other testimony there may 
be as to their special attainments 
and abilities. The candidates are 
then subjected to medical examina- 
tion, naturally a matter of conse- 
quence for service in such a country 
as Egypt, and after this such of them 
as appear prima fazie likely to be 
suitable are called individually to 
appear before the Board, which 
makes a selection of the required 
number, who subsequently spend an 
additional year at one of the Univer- 
sities in the study of Arabic, after 
which they reco? appointments in 
Egypt or the Soudan, usually at 
commencing yearly salaries of £240 
in the former and £420 in the latter, 
the enhanced amount in the second 
instance being due to high cost of 
living. In 1903 eight candidates 
were selected in this manner and in 
1904 twelve more. But as is stated, 
insufficient time has as yet elapsed 
to enable any confident opinion to be 
expressed as to the probuble results 
of the new system. Lord Cromer, 
indeed, appears to hold a some- 
what optimistic view, but we 
doubt whether it is completely justi- 
fied either by the manifest a priori 
shortcomings of the scheme or by 
the actual results. Lord Cromer 
quotes part of a letter from Mr, B. 
Browne, one of the professors of| 
Oriental languages at Cambridge, 
who, however, gives a warning note, 
saying that the method requires in 
the selecting officers rare qualities of | 
tact, judgment, and insight. Al- 
though Egypt has been fortunate in 
having in her service men of unusual 
ability and attainments, such as 
Viscount Milner and Sir Clinton 
Dawkins, it cannot be expected that 
such a high standard generally pre- 
vails, especially ina somewhat mis- 
cellaneous Board consisti.ig of officials 
of the class already described, and 
such a Board must tend to the 
general level of its average members 
and not to thatof the most able among 
them. Even on the basis of Lord 
Cromer’s own well-known dictum that 
to get good men you must pay for 
them we cannot expect “rare quali- 


amination either with or without a] ties” ina body not nearly so highly 





remunerated ou the average as the 
members of the Indian civil service, 
A tendency "has already manifested 
itself for the Board to be led astray 
in its selections by the names and 
relationships of candidates, though 
without any suggestion thas influence 
has been brought to bear upon it. 
Matters indeed might be improved if 
instead of making the B.A. degree 
the preliminary sine qua non it was 
also made necessary that that degree 
should have been taken in ho ours 
up tosome moderately high standard, 
Such a requirement would, of course, 
narrow still more the field of selection 
as any additional preliminary r. quire- 
ment must do; but it would increase 
the general respect in which the 
service will come to be held and 
would make a useful check on any 
peculiar or erratic selection, In- 
deed the system of competitive 
examination pure and simple, though 
there are signs of its breaking down 
in certain instances, such as the 
selection of cxndidates: for the con- 
sular service is, for all that its detrac- 
tors may say against it, found to work 
extremely well when the examina- 
tions are of an advanced nature, which 
can only be when candidates are 
required to be comparatively mature 
(say twenty-one to twenty-three 
years of age) and the appointment 
offered are in a superior service. 
Both these conditions prevail for the 
Home and Indian Civil Services, and 
with them there is no likelihood of a 
departure from open competitive 
examination, which at the present 
time is successful in selecting and 
securing for the service of the State 
a very considerable proportion of the 
highest ability in Great Britain. 
Lord Cromer’s scheme may not be 
successful in diverting a flood from 
the same stream. We have cited the 
specific instances of Lord Milner and 
Sir Clinton Dawkins among Anglo- 
Egyptian ex-offcials, bus they were 
both selected by personal patronage 
when they were over thirty years of 
age, und consequently had a long 
record of practical experience and 
attainment behind them, impossi- 
ble to be measured by examination, 
and only by such powers of dis- 
crimination as Lord Cromer himself 
undoubtedly possesses. But a Board

MR. HOSIE’S JOURNEY 
TO THE TIBETAN 
FRONTIER. 


4th October. 

‘Tue carefully prepared report of a 
Journey to’ the Eastern Frontier of 
Tibet by Mr. A. Hosie, H.M.’s Con- 
sul-General at Chéngtu, which has 
just been published as a Foreign 
Office White Paper (China No. 1, 
1905) makes a most valuable and 
complete record of a comparatively 
little known region, The journey 
covered a distance of 5.280 li, or 
about 1,320 miles, and extended from 
Chéngtu, Szechuen, to Ningching 
Shan, the frontier rid, between 
Szechuen and Tibet, and back again, 
and the whole journey occupied 
exactly three months, a remarkably 
good performance, it musb be admit~ 
ted, when one takes into considera- 
tion the difficulties of travel in tha 
part of the world. he ordinary 
reader may feel disposed to look 


upon information about the Eastern | Pa 


Frontier of Tibet as something that 
could only hope to awaken a languid 
interest in his mind, but to the ever- 
increasing number of travellers, 
students, and business men, who are 
awake to the possibilities afforded by 
the gradual development of these 
distant regions, the information 
afforded by such pioneers as Mr. 
Hosie will prove’both interesting and 
valuable, Others have gone over 
the same ground to some extent, bub 
few, we believe, can claim to have 
made more accurate observations, or 
to have more carefully noted every- 
thing of interest. It is the report ofa 
Government oficial, making a jour- 
ney on Government business, ‘with 
the greatest expedition possible, and 
a very definite purpose in view. It 
differs, therefore, from the note-book 
of a more leisurely traveller, journey- 
ing for pleasure as well as informa- 
tion, and able to pause, when so dis- 
posed, at points of special interest, or 
to digress both in person and with 
his pen, Here is a faithful. tran- 
script, day by day, bya competent 
and. indefatigable observer, of s0 
many miles covered, so many bills 
climbed, so many feet to the tops of 
so many bills; rice crops seen here, 
a gold washer there; so many trees 
of so many species counted on this 
side or the other; names of 
villages and townships’ care- 
fully noted down and tabulated ; 
the local industries summarised ; the 
state of the roads and bridges describ- 








ed—nothing apparently being too 
trivial or unimportant to notice, thus 
bringing together in convenient form 
much information which to the casual 
reader may appear dry and unat- 
tractive, yet we doubt nob will be 
carefully conned over and considered 
dy all who are at present, or who 
may yet be, interested in these vast 
districts, almost wholly undeveloped 
for trade purposes, at least as far.as 
the outer world is concerned. 

In this ffoolscap pamphlet of 87 
pages there is, as we have already’ 
intimated, much valuable information 
in detail of the articles of export and 
import. Especially useful is that 
referring to the trade of Tachienlu 
and Tibet, and it is important to 
bear in mind in this connection, for 
statistical purposes, that although the 
country extending from ‘Tachienlu to 
the Tibetan frontier is part of the 
province of Szechuen, seeing that its 
inhabitants are Tibetans, the Chinese 
consider that all trade west of 
Tachienlu is trade with Tibet. Brick 
tea is the great export. 

One of the most serious hindrances 
to trade here, as elsewhere, is the 
lack of good roads, The state of 
some of the highways traversed 
defied description. Mr. Hosie refers 
to one road which ran by very steep 
gradients up and down the mountain 
side, and sharp, pointed blocks of 





stone rose ab all angles from the 
thway through the forest.’ ‘The 
interstices between the stones were 
full of water, and the ponies slipped 
and steadied themselves in a most 
marvellous way, all the time, hanging, 
so to speak, over the stream below, 
and this might be said, and worse, of 
many of the roads allover China. It 
is true that, in some few places, at- 
tempts, feeble enough, in most cases, 
have been made to improve the 
highways and roads, and the coming 
of the iron horse will naturally belp 
forward. the good work, but ib still 
remains true, as is evident to all 
who have any knowledge of travel in 
the interior of China, that the lack 
of proper roads has been and must 
continue’ to be, until a remedy is 
found, very great obstacle to the 
increase of trade. 

‘The opposition that is invariably 
encountered by all who seek to enter 
Tibet vid Western China. was in 
evidence on this occasion. On draw- 
ing near the frontier armed cavalry 
were observed on the Tibetan road, 
indicating that negotiations regard- 
ing Mz. Hosie’s visit wore proceeding 
between the ‘Tibetan and Chinese 
authorities; and although the matter 
appeared to have been satisfactorily 
atranged, yet the Chinese officials 
were by no means easy in their 
minds as to the reception the travel- 
ler would receive from the Tibetan 
soldiery. On arrival at. Ningching 
Shan—the ridge of which forms the 
boundary line at this. point of Sze- 
chuen and Tibet—the Ohinese au- 





thorities begged the travellers not 
to cross the boundary line, which 
lay a few yards away. Armed 
soldiers guarded this line on the 
Tibetan side, and they showed that 
they were determined to resist any 
attempt to cross over into the forbid- 
den territory. As Mr, Hosie had no 
intention to do so, he retired, and it. 
is pleasant reading to be assured by 
him that he was under the impression 
that they were satisfied that they 
had successfully resisted a British 
invasion from the east, Whether, at 
this time, these troops were aware of 
the fact that Lhassa had been occu- 
pied by the British troops is nob 
certain, but it is probable that they 
were, as we find by comparing dates 
thas this occupation had been ef * 
fected more than six weeks before. 


THE NON-MAGYAR 
SIDE OF THE | 
AUSTRIAN QUESTION. © 


5th October. 
‘THERE are two sides to every other 
question than the Austrian: to that 
there are twenty. No foreigner can 
hope to understand a tithe of the 
difficulties which confront the aged 
Emperor-King who reigns in Buda- 
est and governs in Vienna, It is 
doubtful if there are any Austrians 
even who could with satisfaction to all 
concerned commit to-paper a picture 
of the Dual Monarchy as it now is 
which would be accepted as true by 
more than half the population, The 
outer world therefore must content 
itself with more or less ex-parte state- 
ments from which, if they can, they 
may construct their own hypothesis 
as to the rights and wrongs of the 
situation. Nothing more than an 
hypothesis is possible. ‘The problem 
is as complicated as that of the move-" 
ments of a heavenly body acted upon 
by some unknown and indefinite 
causes, To-day we offer. to our 
readers a summary of the position as 
understood by a non-Magyar Profes- 
sor in the University of Budapest, 
British sympathy for the Hunga- 
rians dates from the time when, by 
the united efforts of Austria and 
Russia, Kossuth and his brave follow- 
ers were finally deprived of the liberty 
for which they had so nobly fought. 
But our professor shows, that even in 
Hungary alone, to say nothing of the 
rest of Austria, there are more than 
two sides to the question now divid- 
ing the monarchy. He declares that 
the concessions so far exacted from 
the Emperor have given the Magyars 
a bad attack of megalomania, or to 
speak more colloquially, of swelled 
head. ‘There are but 19,000,000 
people -in the country, and of these 
11,000,000 are non-Magyar. Is the 
majority to be subject to the will of 
the minority? That is the question. 
Magyar control is shown to be that of 
feudal counts and barons with para- 
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mount privileges. still _ existing. 
Are’ the five million Slavs, the three 
million’ Roumanians, and’ the two 
million Germans to be subjected for 
ever to control ‘such as that which 
usurps most of the electoral power, 
which hinders all educatian other 
than that agreeable to Magyar taste, 
which adopts Russian methods to kill 
ous. native non-Magyar tongues, 
which forbids the right of association, 
and destroys the liberty of the Press ? 
These are questions which must of 
necessity give patise to the English- 
man. who’ hitherto, probably, was 
content to dismiss the Austrian’ 
difficulty as one of those in which 
the most clamorons must be in the 
right. 

The” Roumanians who speak a 
dialect of the old Latin much akin 
to modern Italian, scout the idea that 
their children are to be bronght 
up to speak “the essentially bar- 
barous Magyar tongue.” Our pro- 
fessor shows that the Hungarian 
language has been “arrested in its 
development’ at the stage of ag- 
glutination,” and that of all Enro- 
pean languages it is tlie poorest 
and’ least’ markéd by qualities that 
can make it survive, 

‘The courage and military ardour 
of the Hungarians are done fall 
justice to, bub only in order that it 
may be seen that their tendencies 
cannot be other than feudal and 
slave-driving. 1b is the desire, as it 
is the intention, of the Magyars to 
do everything to keep the Slavo- 
Latin sections of the nation subject 
to their historical “rights” which, 
based on events that occurred in 
troublous times, should not, so think 
the others, be vverestimated in times 
of peace. As a matter of fixcd much 
of the importance which attaches to 
the Magyars in the Dual Monarchy 
jis due not to their own intrinsic 
worth so much as to the weakening 
of their rivals during the wars of 
Napoleon, Since then the weakness 





of Francis Joséph has been the 
strength of the Magyars. 
Our ‘professor, however, thinks 





that the future will see such political 
developments ‘as will effectually di 
yose of Hungarian supremacy in 








South-Eastern’ Europe, He re- 
cognises double danger, from 
Germany and from Rugsin, “ What 


the Germans are preparing in ‘the 
early fature for the Magyar people 
is obvious from their projects of 
economic activity.”

‘The Viceroy, the Consul-General, 
and the Boycott. 

It has transpired here that two re- 
prosontative Chinese have been arrested, 
‘at the instigation, it is reported, of 
the American Consul-General, and this 
aggrossivo step on the part of the Viceroy, 
on what the people regard as their 
private rights, has aroused an amount of 
fooling that may have to be reckoned 
with, if further exasperated. Judging 
from the reports of the native Pri 
which may bo assumed to be in the mi 
roliable, it happened on this wise. In 
view of sundry representations made to 
the Viceroy by the American Consul- 
General, the former issued a proclama- 
tion, in which he instructed the leaders 
of the League to refrain from holdi 
mootings, and at the samo time probibit ol 
them from making inflammatory speeches, 
till after the dato proposed by President 
Roosevelt for the consideration of the 
grievances complained of by the Chinese, 
which, as we know, will be in December 
of this year. Notwithstanding this edict, 
further meotings were convened, and 
spooches delivered. If the published re- 
ports of these mootings bo correct, 
the speakers laid thom 
censure, and expressed themselves in 
way that could not but challenge the 
forbearance of the most patient, Mr, 
Ma Tat-shan thoughtlessly affirmed that 
no notice need be taken of the Viceroy’s 
proclamation, specially as it was issued 
under, pressure from outside, But per- 
haps this would not have roused the 
wrath of the authorities, had the sp 
ended here. The inflamed orator, how- 
ever, became sarcastic. He pointed out 
that if the Viceroy again sent a 
deputation to interview the League, they 
might select a fow patients from the 
Kuangtsai hospitai—the League holds 
its meetings in one of the rooms of the 
hospital—to receive and welcome the 
deputation. This was dangerous ground 
‘on which to tread, for few of us like to 
‘bo Taughed at in this bantering way and 
Sfficiels porbaps loast of all. It happen- 
ed, moreover, that a spy was with them, 
cheek by jowl, who reported this wild an 
contemptious language to the American 
Consul, whence it found its way into the 
Viceroy’s yamén. Tho result is that Ma 
‘Pat-shan and Pun Sun-ming have been 
arrested and are awaiting the Viceroy’s 
pleasure, bail uot. being allowed. 
‘All this is recounted by the American 
Consul-General in his dispatches to the 
Vieoroy, and assigned as a reason for| 





























suppressing the League, which is de- 
scribed as a lawless organisation. More 
than this. The Consul is, it soems, 
unwilling to let pass the foolish placards, 
‘which certain spiteful persons posted up 
in conspicuous’ places on the occasion of 
the visit of Secretary:Taft to Canton, of 
which I made previous mention. The 
aim of those who prepared these placards 
‘was to induce the chair coolies to decline 
the honour of bearing the American 
visitors into the city. This attitude is 
stigmatised as a breach of international 
ctiquette, anda slur on the American 
people, Lastly it appears that certain 
letters have been received at the Con- 
sulate, charging some of the Chinese 
employees with acting tho despicable 
part of spies and traitors, and threate: 
ing that, unless they throw up their 
situation, they will be murdered. All this 
too, naturally, has been forwarded to the 
Viceroy. On the other side are ranged 
the people and the Press. The latter, 
as far as I havo seen it, is dignified 
and outspoken. The League is de- 
scribed as a unit, a body of living tissues 
and coursing blood,—and therefore what- 
ever concerns one member, touches the 
whole. On this account these two men 
must be protected. If they have done 
wrong they must be led into the right 
way. But on those who have been acting 
the part of spies the Press pours forth 
its contempt and scorn, in streams, like 
burning lava. Those who ‘tly 
used their position, to advise foreigners 
‘of what concerns Chinese onl, ho have 
regardless of the injury they 
y inflicted on the League; who 
have descended to these filthy depths, 
and have used their eyes and ears for the 
sake of gain, aro certainly unworthy of 
the name of countrymen, and aro to be 
despised and utterly discarded, Beyond 
this there is the smouldering wrath of 
the poople, which, though no very pro- 
nounced manifestation thereof has yot 
appeared, may be assumed to exist, and 
shows itself, when individual persons 
know their friends and speak out their 
feelings without reserve. Such, in 
general, appears to be the condition 
of things in Canton at present. Tho 
outlook, therefore, for the Viceroy is by 
no means an attractive one. He is like 
acompany holding a position which is 
being raked by a cross fire, from which 
there is no escape. On the ono hand tho 
dispatches of the American Consul-Gene- 
ral follow one another ; on the other the 
smouldering anger of the people threaten 
to burst forth, should any further steps be 
taken to suppress, or interfere with, what 
arded by the people as their unalion- 
able right, ie, to combine in order to 
buy what, they need in whatsoover 
market they prefer. The recent outbreak 
in Amoy, and still later wilder outbursts 
at Tokio, are not overlooked, and cannot 
be ignored, The Viceroy, therefore, de- 
bilitated by ill-health, surrounded by these 
bristling spear-points of difficulty, com- 
mands our sympathy, and his decisions 
will be watched with considerable inter- 
ests. What will happen to the unfortu- 
nate men whom he has arrested does not 
yet appear. On this much will depend.

The Trail of the Boycott. 
























































In a recent issue the “News” remark: 
upon the “death” of the boycott in Shang- 
hai. If so it is like a snake whose head 
is dead while the body moves. Here, one 





huodred miles from Shanghai, the 
agitation is in full blast. ‘The body’ ot the 
serpent is wriggling and there is slime in 
its trail. Placards issued from Shanghai 
have been d through the cities and 
towns of this district, Some of these are 
moderate, pointing out that~ Americans 
among the people, connected with the 
Churches, are not in sympathy with the 
ill-treatment of the Chinese and they must 
be treated kindly. Other. placards are 
rabid and by their. indiscriminate charges 
of the ill-treatment by all Americans of 
all Chinese are calculated to, and-actually 
do, stir up much .anti-foreign fecling. 
For we all know that anti-foreign senti- 
ment is too often a smothered flame that 
only needs a little fanning to make it 
into a blaze. And it has been fanned 
by this boycott agitation. Dire conse- 
quence are threatened against any shops 
that dare to purchase or soll American 
goods. Self-appointed inspectors go 
through all boats coming from Shanghai 
to see if by any chance American goods 
are smuggled ‘through, Shanghai mi 
chants have complained to interior 
tradesmen that they could got American 
goods through on the “ bottoms” of the 
cargo boats but for the vigilance of these 
fellows. A book distributed freo and 
purporting to give a fair account of the 
whole boycott movement and its caus: 
makes the statement that in the San 
wich Islands twenty thousand Chino: 
were deliberately burnt to death by the 
Amoricans, And this statement, reiter- 
ated in some of the printed placards, 
has gone out into seemingly every liamlet 
and country place. I can speak from 
actual observation, for I have been over 
a considerable territory in the past few 
days and it is the same everywhoro. 
People who have never had the sh 

of an idea of the relations between 
China and America have it dinned into 
thom as their first piece of information 
that the American people burned to 
death 20,000 innocent Chinese, and it is 
all painted in lurid colours by those who 
delight to deal in such stuff. ‘This is tho 
trail of the serpent. And itis the old 
story that what felt in the ports as 
only a little friction grows in the interior, 
where it is unrestrained, into positive 
anti-foreign hatred. 

‘And nothing is more apparent than 
that the, Chinose Government connives 
at the whole business, American offi- 
cials may swallow what the Chinese Gov- 
ernment saye about not being able to 
control what the people buy. But when 
a paternal government that tells the 
people how they shall plait their hair 
and sees that they eat only govern- 
ment monopoly salt, when a government 
such as this gravely informs Americans 
that they cannot interfere with this 
unharnessed boycott, why the Chinese 
understand it all right. It means to 
them what I saw on a placard to-day, 
“And we have informed our Government 
by telegraph (of our action),” And who 
cannot read between the lines? And'it 
is frooly said on all hands. “Tho gov- 
ernment refuses to interfere and wo can 
do what we please.” Not that the boy- 
cott is all wrong. Your correspondent, 
as an American, admires the Chi 
their pluck and resourcefulnessin t 
of retaliation. But it has gone as far as 
it has because it was understood that the 
Imperial Government put no: restraining 
hand upon it. And the Imperial edict 
issued late in the fray seems to haye had 















































little restraining. effect, at loast in 
tho interior here. With such rumours 
as I have. mentioned passing . un- 
checked, it will, be occasion for 
gratitude if no scrious trouble arises, 
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Some observant Chinese remarked to-day 
that it is well that this agitation came 
after the settlement of the Boxer 
trouble; otherwise it would have oc- 
casioned a conflagration all over the 


Empire. 
The Other Side. 

Though it is a little past the time, it 
may be appropriate to mention in this 
connection that a few months ago when 
an American Mission station moved their 
plant from a point somewhat further 
north into the city of Dongshang in this 
prefecture, they were received with every 
mark of respect by the officials and best 
families of the city who sent in all 
manner of congratulatory presents, hams 
and candles ad libifum and enough fice- 
crackers to paint the promises red. 

An Uncertain Currency. 

Within the space of a few months the 
price of the silver dollar has run from 
£90 to 980 cash und the prospects are of a 
further rise. If we remember aright 
the dollar has uot brought as much cash 
for the past ten years, And the causes of 
this sudden fluctuation are not hard to 
seek. ‘The old cash pieces containing, 
they say, more metal in actual value than 
the face value calls for, have been melted 
dowu in large numbers. And on the 
other hand the market has been flooded 
with cheap ten-cash pieces. Whereas 
only a few yeurs ago there were no small 
pieces of silver in circulation iu the in- 
terior, and no ten-cent. cash pieces, and 
the silver dollar changed into cash pieces 
only, now with the advent of both 
small silver and ten-cash pieces the cash is 
harder to get hold of than it was then. 
Cortainly it does not take a prophet or the 
son of a prophet to foresce that, unless 
some drastic remedy is xpplied, there will 
be a panic in the Chinese money market 
bofore long. 7

The Passing of the Temples. 

Somo of tho woll-known sights of 
Poking will soon be numbered among the 
things that wore. ‘The largo examination 
halls, where more than ten thousand 
students were accustomed to assemble 
for thoi Chujen examinations, are now 
to bo transformed into a naval college 
Theso halls were badly damaged by the 
foreign soldiers and had not been rep: 
ed sinco 1900. ‘Tho grounds are ampli 
for a college, and no could bi 
made of them, But the greatost chango, 
and one which will bring grief to many 
people, will be tho abolition of 
the two great fairs, hold every ton 
days, at the large ‘temples, one in 
the “east city called Lungfutso, and 
‘one in the west city called Hukuo 
‘These fairs were among the in 
sights in Peking and wore visi 
throngs of people, foro 
all objects conceivable were ou sale there. 
‘These tomples are now to be transformed 
into schools, and the work has alroady 
begun. ‘The fairs can go to the newly- 
erected market-placos, not far from the 
Tunghua gate, which leads into the Im- 
perial city. Hero a large area has been 
cleared of buildings and will be given 
over for the use of a bazaar. Doubtless 
this will be an improvement over the old 
way, as the place will be better regulated 
and better designed for the comfort of 
the purchaser. ‘The temples are fast dis- 
appearing from Peking, being either torn 
down or sold (many private ones) or 
being turned into schools and colleges. 












































A Real Reform and a Danger. 

Peking’ is rapidly becoming cleaner 
than in former years. Orders hai 
been issued for removing from the walls 
and sign-boards all the vile advertisements 
of patent medicines, and pictures which 
minister to vice. The policemen are to 
be held responsible for advertisements in 
the future, and doubtless we can expect) 
to see cleaner walls and things less offen- 
sive to the eye, especially if one can read 
the language. ' Foreigners can have little 
reasons to rejoice over the growth of 
periodical literature in Peking. The 
papers must be made spicy and what 
more acceptable than attacks on foreigners 
and bringing to view all their faults and 
foibles. Hence the reader is confronted 
every day with something about “slaves of 
foreigners ” or the “ uncivilised” foreigner 
in Peking. They seom to be moro 
alert to find, to criticise, or ridicule 
foreigners than to discover any possible ex- 
cellencies. If they continue these unpro- 
voked and absurd attacks on foreigners and 
those connected with them, without doubt 

result, as the’ annoyances 
intolerable. ‘The papers aro 
doing somo good in attacking -the super- 
stitious practices of the people. but they 
have nothing to offer in place of the 
things destroyed. The ‘ Shunt‘ien Shih- 
pao," controlled and edited by Japané 
has fallen from its previous high excellence 
and has pandered to the popular taste, 
and its Inst editorial is about some 
imaginary individual who “ worshipped 
foreigners.” He is mado absolutely 
ridiculous till he will not bel 
cortain member of his family 
pronounced so by a Western doctor. 
foroign spirit was never stronger in 
Poking than at the prosent timo and 
receives encouragement from some in 
high positions.

‘The Bomb Ontrage. 

Tho city to-day was thrown into a 
fronzy of excitement over the attempt on 
the lives of the Commissioners who had 
boon appointed to visit foreign countries. 
‘They were to leave on the noon train and 
had already on rs. A large 
crowd had gathor thom depart 
and the best of spirits prevailed. Go- 
vernor Tuan Fang was accompanied by 
his two children, aged “about seven aud 
nino years of age. No foreign Ministers 
had as yot arrived, though Mr. Rockhill 
and Mr, Coolidge were at the train only a 
fow moments after the explosion, Sud- 
denly there was a loud report. At first 
it was supposed that a cannon had been 
fired in honour of the oceasion, but soon it 
transpired that a bomb had been thrown 
and several people had been killed and 
some wounded, among the wounded being 
two children, though it is not yet ascer- 
tained whose children they were. Four 
men have died as the result of wounds 
received and others are -seriously. hurt. 
‘The dead men are servants of the Com. 
missioners. 

The theory is that the man with the 
bomb entered the train to find the officials, 
but became nervous over the crowd about, 
and the bomb was dropped before he had. 
reached the vicinity of the Commissioners 























for whom he was searching. Within a 
few moments of the explosion American 
‘marines were on the spot with stretchers 
and medicines, and the wounded were 
promptly cared for. Two died at the 
American barracks and others wounded 
were taken to the British Legation and 
one or two to the French Hospital across 
the way from the American . barracks. 
The Commissioners immediately gave up 
their departure and: an audience with the 
Empress Dowager has been granted for 
the evening when a full report will be 
made. Wu Ting-fang reteived a slight 
wound in the face from a splinter. Duke 
Tso is reported wounded also—its nature 
is not known, 

As yet no explanation can be: given for 
this attempt on the lives of men who were 
universally popular and_held in high hon- 
our by the Throne. It is well-known that 
there are many discontented men in the 
city who have been thrown out of employ- 
ment by the recent ‘spasm of economy in 
the administration of goveramental affairs. 
The bannermen are being reduced in 
many of their perquisites and discontent 
prevails, The troubles do. not seom to 
indicate any anti-foreign sentiment so 
much as. opposition to chinge which 
bound to interfere with somo one’s 
pocket-book. :

4th September. 
The Great Flood. 

Suifu has this year been the victim of 
a flood which has.done tremendous dam- 
ago in many respects. During the past 
month, a week or ten days? rain hail 
brought the sivor very steadily up to its 
usual limit, «Travel was moro or loss in- 
terrupted; the channels were full. Per- 
haps the water had gone above the annual 
mark and reached the line it makes every 
two or three years. But ona Tucsday 
the sun shone, and people who , hid 
been getting ready to leave threatened 
homes wore reassured and put their goods 
back into place. Vain confidence! ‘The 
water did not go down appreciably during 
the day, and as night approached, clouds, 
that the. afternoon had gathered, murmur- 
ed ominously. Darkness was hurried on 
by the approaching storm, which raged 
throughout the night aud until mid- 
afternoon of the following day. Fog and 
mist walled off one neighbourhood from 
another, and only ghastly Rumour 
whispered what was going on but a 
short distance away. Brom the high- 
water mark the tiver rose and roso, every 
foot at this point a multiple of its pre- 
decessor in power, bringing more -danger 
than ten foot had brought before. Many 
people living by the water's edge, still 
believing that the water would recodo, 











when their floors were flooded went in 
tho garrets to keep dry. Here, the piti- 
Joss invader canght them, turning homes 
into death traps.* In other cases the in- 
substantial mud walls collapsed and 
added to the débris, from which many 
bodies were later taken. 

Suifu is situated ov the Yangtze at the 
junction with the Min, and it was here 
that the brunt of the flood was first felt, 
acloud having burst a few miles farther 
up on the hills. Both rivers as they pass 
the city flow through deep gulches, where 
even in ordinary high water, they are 
converted into torrents. The main river 
rushed along the south wall of the.city 
and worked most of the devastation there, 
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‘nd-on the west side, ‘where the” water 
ked up to form a lake that all but 
merged the large suburb lying just out- 
‘side the wall, ‘The small“river, on the 
‘other hand,” iaa “busy ‘carrying off 
‘the™waterthat’ had “backed: up “in the 
flat cotintry to the north; wrecking build- 
ingé outside the sity “as it ‘came by the 
“éast side. ' From’ adjacent’ hills ‘it could 
“tbe “seen that the two rivers ‘had 
“Ynsde chaiinels entirely around the city. 
In the west suburb early all'the mud 
houses collapsed, the’ city’s poor houses 
‘sere “entirely ‘demolished, frame’ »nd 
plaster” buildings were: gutted, and brick 
buildings had water from six to'ten feet 
deep , standing in. them. Among-*the 
lutter wore ‘several temples, whose con- 
toiits were’ thoroughly’ soaked and whose 
‘idals were left to the will of tho elements. 
It ‘is’ said” that ‘ even‘ the ‘river “god 
himiself, ‘who = has his temple on’ the 
Yangtze in this: quarter” of the city, 
auétaitied « terriblé dronching and barely 
escape demolition.

Drowned in Garrets,

stantial buildings gave way and solid 
masonry was badly wrenched. It is here 
that the greatest damage was done, both 
to life and to property, “Here families 
wore drowned in their own garrets and 

{many bodies were lost beneath the mud 
and wreckage. Here too aro the largest 
warehouses, Sifu, being the natural 
river port for a large part of the province 
of Yunnan, constantly has large quantities 
of merchandise of one sort and another 
awaiting shipment, ‘The large street 
outside the wall and on the river front is 
composed almost entirely of buildings in 
which this business is done and those 
goods are stored. Large values were thus 
entirely swopt away. It is said that of 
opium alone enough was lost to buy out 
over half the city, a city of 40,000 
families. 











But tho damage did not end outside

, and at a distance of more 
x hundred yards from the ei 
wall’ the pedestrian had to wade 
soveral ‘inches of water.

A Cruel Tragedy. 

A high: piece of ground oi the ‘Min 
eight or ten miles above the city inust 
have been'the scene of a ériae! tragedy.

Gradually 
it became surrounded, the people on it 
being slowly crowded together at its 
centre, which was highest.

~ Profit out of Ruin, 

But the practical-minded Chinaman 
loses no time in turning disaster into 
profit wherever possible. Men along the 
shore pulled in whatever they coild 
reach; and where eddies favoured it, 
boats were used to collect the débris, 
the reckless boatmen often getting caught 
in swirls that spun’ their small craft 
arouind like tops. Many families in thi 
way laid in enough’ firewood to carry 
thom well into the coming winter; and 
doors and windows ready-made ‘were 
seized by others to improve the equip- 
ment of their homes.

Tramways. 

The following extract from the minutes 
of the meeting of the Electricity and 
‘Tramways Committee of the 11th ultimo, 
with ensuing correspondence, is ordered 
for publication -— cat, 

‘Tramways —Messrs. Wheeley, Shorcock, 
and Teesdale attend for the discussion of 
the points at issue. Chief, among theso 
are the following : 

1.—The Committee observes. that, the 
contract contains provision for the reser- 
vation of the right by the concessionaires 
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to erect a powerhouse, and to generate 
electricity for their own purposes, after| 
the first period of five years duriag which 
the agreement for the supply of power by 
the Council will run. The Chairman 
points out that throughout all the nego- 
tiations it was understood that the 
Council would supply power during the 
whole term of the agreement, that no re- 
ference to any- other course was made 
after the first meeting, and that the seven 
year term of the Brush Agreement for the 
supply of power was modified in the 
Company's‘ tender and ensuing corres 
pondence. In support of this he cites :—| 

(i) Extracts from his speech at the 
Spocial Meoting of Ratepayors, the agree- 
ment in which falls to the ground on the 
basis of a seven years’ agreement. 

(ii) The tender of Messrs. Bruce, 
Peebles and Company, which alteratively 
offers to erect and work a generating 
station, and also to take supply from the 

il ; the Council accepted the second 
alternative and not the first. 

(iii) The Company's letter of the 16th’ 
May, in which it is stated that rates of 
payment for current shall be subject to 
revision at the end of every fifth year. 

(iv) Mr, Shorrock’s statement at the 
meeting of the 12th May that the Com- 
pany did not desire to erect a station for 
the generation of its own electricity. 

‘Mr. Wheeley observes that the agree- 
mont has been drawn by the Company's 
representatives, bond fide, on the basis of 
the agreement with the Brush Company 
and subsequent modifications. He cites 
the minute of the meoting of the Sra 
May in which it is stated that subsidiary 
agreement with the Brush Company in re- 
gard to current is considered applicable 
except in respect of adjustment of the 
price hereafter by arbitration, from which 
the Company inferred that the term of 
such subsidiary agreement of seven years 
was applicable. After considerable dis- 
cussion Mr. Wheoley finally undertakes! 
to telegraph the Council’s view of the 
mutter to London and to communicate! 
such reply as he may receive from 
‘Messrs. Bruce, Peebles and Company in

Bruce, Peebles & Co. to take current 
from the Council for a period of 
not less than fifteen years, upon the 
terms and conditions of the Brush 
Sul -y Agreement except when 
modified by our tender and sub- 
sequent correspondence between 
us, such fifteen years to commence 
from the time aay part of the tram- 
way is declared to be open for 
public use, 

(2}In the event of the Municipal 
Electrical Works being sold or 
leased during the said term of fif- 
teen years the subsidiary agreement 
shall terminate from the date of 
such sale or lease. 

(8) In the concession agreement wo 
require the power to build our own 
electrical power and lighting 
station on the same terms as were 
granted to the Brush Company 
under their agreement with the 
Couneil. 

With reference to Condition 2, we 
consider it a fair and reasovable stipula- 
tion, seeing that we have never at any 
time agreed to take current from 
but the Council, and besides. thi 
Council under ‘the Brush Subsidiary 
Agreement had no power to transfer their 
obligations and advantages to other per- 
sons.

Gexriraex,—I am directed to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of your letter of the 21st 
instant on the subject of the term during 
which you are prepared to take electricity 
from the Council for the purpose of the 
‘Tramway. 

In reply thereto I am directed to say 
that the Council regarded the clause in 
your letter of the 12th May, reading— 

“ Power Supply.—Our -principals agree 
to take from the Council continuous 
current” at a certain charge per unit, 
as applicable during the whole term of 
the concession, just as much as any other 
clause thon under discussion. 

That you shared this ,view is clearly 
borne out by the statement in your letter 
of the 16th May, reading— 

“ Gurrent.—It is understood that these 
rates will be subject to revision at the end 
of exery fifth year counting from the time 
the Tramway commences to run,” which 
arrangement would be futile had it been 
intended to adhere to the term of the 
Brush Subsidiary Agreement, viz., five 
years. 

From the number of tenderers for the 
tramway concession the Council gave 
Messrs. Bruce, Peebles & Co. ‘the pre- 
ference in negotiation because, inter alia, 
the Company agreed to take its supply of 
current from the Council, and that not 
for a limited period of five or even fifteen 
we 

fete, previous to the Special Meeti 
of Ratepayers, lay a clear modification of 
the Brush Agreement, and a vital feature 
of the offer of the concession subsequently 
made to Messrs. Bruce, Peebles & Co. 

Under these circumstances I am direct- 
ed to say that the Council rejects any 














offer of comprdmise on this most import- 
ant point, and to ask that you may be 
good enough to: place the matter before 
your principals in the above light, obtain- 
ing their acceptance or refusal of the con- 
cession on these terms; in the latter 
case the Council will consider itsolf at 
liberty to open negotiations with one o 
other of your competitors, 

Finally, and in reference to your stipula- 
tion that in the event of the sale of the 
Municipal Electricity Works agreement 
to use the Council’s current shall tor- 
minate, I would remind you that on the 
24th May you wrote— 

“Tf the Council had arrived at the con- 
clusion to supply us with current we think 
it would only be fair towards us to let the 
arrangement stand, and in thejevent of a 
sale of the Municipal Electrical Plant 
being contemplated this agreement. with 
us should then be made one of the liabili- 
ties to be taken over by the purchaser.” 

It would be the Council’s duty in such 
case to safeguard the Company’s interests 
so far as possible, and I am to add that no 
sale would be made to any but a British 
company.

Sit,—We are in receipt of your letter 
dated the 23rd instant, and now reply in 
detail. You say “the ‘Council regarded 
the clause in our letter of 12th May, 
reading— 

“ Power Supply.—Our principals agreo 
to take from the Council continuous eur- 
rent at a certain charge per unit, as 
applicable during the whole terms of ‘the 
the concession, just as much as any 
other clause then under discussion.” 

In reply to this we have to say that 
the Council was not justified in taking 
any such view, seeing that the supply of 
current was offered by the Council on 3rd 
May, under the terms of the Brush Sub- 
sidiary Agreement, which distinctly pro- 
vided’ for termination at certain stated 
periods. 

Yon further say “that we shared the 
Council’s view,” is clearly borne out by the 
statement in ourletterof 16th May, reading 

“ Current —It is understood that these 
rates will be subject to revision at the 
end of every fifth year counting from 
the time the tramway commences to run, 
which arrangement (you say) would be 
futile had it been intended to adhere to 
the term of the Brush Subsidiary Agree- 
ment, viz., five years.” 

Our reply to this is: ‘That the term of 
the Brush Subsidiary Agreement is not 
five years as you state, but for an un- 
limited period, subject to termination at 
the end of any term of five years, and that 
it was quite possible for this. agreement 
to run on for ten, fifteen, twenty, or more 
years if we did not signify our desire to 
terminate it, therefore the remarks in our 
letter of 16th May quoted above, were 
quite applicable, seeing that it might, 
and probably would, have run on for 
many years beyond five, in which case our 
provision for revision of rates every fifth 
Year was quite reasonable and necessary. 

You go on to say “that from the 
number of tenderers for the tramway 
concession the Council gave Messrs. 
Bruce, Peebles & Co. the preference in 
negotiations, because, inter alia, the Com- 
pany agreed to take its supply of curren 
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from the Council, and that not for a 
limited period of five or even fifteen 
years.” 

“In reply to this we have to say that at 
the ontsot Messrs. Bruce, Peebles & Co. 
did not agree to take the current from 
the Council, though we admit they offered 
to do so, if satisfactory arrapgements 
could be made. 

As wo have before stated, the Council 
offered on the 3rd May to supply current, 
and at the same timo said that the terms 
of the Brush Subsidiary Agreement were 
considered applicable except in respect 
to the adjustment of the price hereafter 
by arbitration. 

‘This was clearly an offer to supply 
current on certain specified conditions, 
and as we raised no objections thereto, 
it must be coricluded that we accepted 
such conditions, and asa matter of fact 
we did accept them, and have always 
looked upon the Brush Subsidiary Agreo- 
ment as forming the basis of our agroe- 
ment with the Council for a supply of 
current, 

Wo do not protend to know: the 
Couneil’s reasons for giving the profer- 
ence to Messrs. Bruce, Peebles & Co’s 
tender, for these reasons have not before 
boon explained to us; however that doos 
not affect the question now before us. 

‘As regards the prico of 
rovision of samo, theso qu 
the subject of special negotiation, and 
have long since boon mutually arcanged, 

The next romark in your letter under 
roply is as follows : 

‘Hore, previous to the special mesting 
‘of Ratopayors, lay a cloar modification 
of the Brush’ Agreement, and a vital 
feature of the offer of tho concession 
subsequontly ‘made to Messrs. Bruce, 
Peobles & Co.” 

Our reply to this is, we most emphati- 
cally deny that any such modification as 
you imply was ever made by us, or at any 
time contemplated. We further say that 
the question of tho modification of the 
term of the Brush Subsidiary Agreement 
was never brought up by the Council 
until quite recontly, and after all tho 
conditions of the proposed agreement 
betwoon us had beon prepared on the 
basis long since clearly laid down. ~ 

‘The noxt paragraph in your letter 
runs as follows — 

“Under these circumstances I am 
directed to say that the Council rejects 
any offer of compromiso on this most 
important point, and to ask that you 
may be good enough to place the maiter 
before your principals in the above light, 
obtaining their acceptance or refusal of 
the concession in these terms; in tie 
latter ease the Council will consider itself 
at liberty to open negotiations with one 
or other of your competitors.” 

* “Tn the first placo we object to our 
offer of the 2ist instant being styled a 
‘compromise. 

We looked upon it as a liberal offer, 
and one that was not called for by the 
torms of our understanding, and we may 
further say it was mado simply because 
wo recognised that under the torms of 
the Brush Subsidiary Agreement, the 
Council would not perhaps be sufficiently 
well compensated if the agreement 
terminated at the end of the first five 
years, whereas at the end of fifteen years 
that would not be the case. 

‘We think your threat to open negotia- 
tions with our competitors is ill-advised, 
and if there is to be any threatening we 
think it would come with more reason 
from our side, seeing that we have 
throughout done our best to adhere to 
our original understanding, whereas, it 









































appears to us that the Council is at ‘the 


last moment trying to introduce a stipula- 
tion which has never before been refer- 
red to. 

‘The last paragraph in your letter, is, we 
suppose, introduced with a view to proving 
that what we wrote you on the 24th 
May, and what we now claim, are incon- 
sistent, but if that was your object we 
think you have failed. 

The remarks contained in our letter of 
24th May, do not in any way bear upon 
the Couneil’s present view as to the term 
of the agreement for supply of current, for 
as we have repeatedly stated, we were, and 
have always been, under tho impression 
that the agreement for supply of current 
was terminable at certain stated peri 
Under the circumstances referred to, we 
might have beon willing to our 
supply temporarily from the purchasers 
of the Muni etrical. works, but 
wo have found since that our agreement 
could not have been transferred by the 
Couneil to other parties. 

As requested by the Council, we have 
placed the present position of affairs 
before our principals by telegraph, and 
on receipt of their instructions, we shall 
again have occasiou to address you. 

We have considered it necessary for 
‘our own justification, to reply to your 
lotier at such longth, and our object also 
is to place before the ratepayors our 
views, in order that they may form theic 
own opinion about the merits of this 
dispute. 

Wo must therefore ask you to publish 
all the correspoudeuce, ote., as soon as 
possible.

terests of those who do business in Soap, 
Candles, Yarn, ete. 

4.—he Shanghai Pass system was intr 
Anced for the benolit of Lmporters in 1871, 
previous tu which time it was net uncom- 
mon for them to be robbed of their 
export rights by unauthorised persons who 
plagiarised particulars of importation to 
which they had no title, 

In 1885 it was found necessary to have 
“Passes” stamped by the Customs, and 
in the rules then issued it was clearly 
laid down that marks and numbers should 
always be given, 

‘The holder of w pass aquires re-export 
ights over certain specified goods landed 
from a named vessel on a given date, But 
it is a well-known fact that passes are 
readily bought and sold apart from the 
corresponling goods. Where drawbacks 
are concerned this irregularity is of grave 
importance to the Revenue, ‘The Treaties 
provide heavy penalties where it is 
proved that attempts have been made to 
obtain drawbacks on false pretences. Ty 
is one of the objects of the Pass Regula 
tions to minimise opportunities for fraud- 
by rendering it difficult to substitute onc, 
lot of cargo for another without detection, 
and the object should have the full support 
of importers in whose interests the pass 
system was invented.

HERR BLAZEK’S 
CONCERT. 


Herr Biazek made his farewell appear- 
ance in Shanghai as a ’cellist on Monday 
night, when he gave a Grand Concert at the 
Lyceum Theatre. There was a fairly 
large audience for this period of the year, 
and each of the six items constituting 
the programme was well received, the 
artistes having to retwn to bow their 
ackowledgments of the plaudits of the 
andience on nearly every occasion. The 
concert, opened with a Glickh sonata for 
violincello and pianoforte, played by 
Herr Blazek and Mrs, Gessner. The 
‘eollist’s performance was excellent but 
he had not the scope in which to 
illustrate his executive skill which 
he displayed Inter, namely in the 
Romberg concerto, and Schubert's trio, 
Miss Von Forster, contributed the second 
number Mulder’s “An die Nacht,” Mr. 
Ernest Hall, being at the piano. In 
‘the Concerto (Romberg) for ‘cello and 
piano, Mrs. Gessner accompanied Herr 
Blazek, whose playing was exquisite, the 
Aclightfully easy manner in which he 
rendered the most difficult portions being 
marked by very hearty applause indeed 
at the conclusion. Mrs. Gessner was a 
sympathetic accompanist. ‘The contribu- 
tion which the audience showed most 
delight in “was the well-known Schubert 
trio--Op 99—for violin, pianoforte 
and ‘cello, the artistes being respectively, 
Miss Schifter, Mrs, Gessner, and Herr 
Blazek. While not wishing to detract 
from the accomplishments of the other 
players, yet it must be stated that the 
violinist attracted most attention, by her 
delicate touch, and sympathetic render 
ing. Herr Blazck, too, shared in the 
success of this trio for he played his best, 
and Shanghai audiences know what that 
is. The pianist worked hard, was never 
at fault, and certainly played Schudert as 
it should be rendered. ‘The remaining 
items were a Gounod duet. for soprano 
and baritone—Miss Van Forster and Mr. 
Ellinger and two pieces for the ‘cello 
and piano, 1, « Spanish dance (Popper) 
and 2, Mr. Blazek’s own compositions 
« Romanees.”*

They 
are each day required to chisel out (bore?)a 
depth of twenty-six inches of rock, and if 
anyone does not do this he is lashed 
with a leather whip, while a deduction is 
also made in his wages. ‘The foreigners 
at the mines even go so far as to put the 
very largest of cangues on the necks of 
the Chinese labourers and then make 
them work on as usual while wearing these 
cangues. Under the circumstances our 
countrymen there are dying one after an- 
other under the burdens put on them. 
Our Consul, Mr. Lin, takes not the 
slightest notice of these things. Alas! 
those who pity our brethren have no one 
to appeal Lo for help.”

BLOWN-UP BY A 

FLOATING MINE. 

TRAGIC FATE OF THE ©. M. 8. 
HSIEHHO. 


Frrreen Lives Losr. 








‘The long-dreaded catastrophe, the 
possibility of which has haunted all who 
have had occasion to navigate the 
northern coasting route for months past, 
has come at lea A passenger steamer 
has struck one of the floating mines with 
which the sea for miles about Port 
Arthur was sown, and within ten minutes 
has gone to the bottom. Fifteen lives have 
been lost, and the survivors themselves 
have had hairbreadth escapes. ‘Tho 
Gisaster has happened 90 miles south of 
the North-east Promontory, a part of the 
sen which might reasonably be supposed 
to be outside the danger zone. 

News of the catastrophe was brought 
to Shanghai yesterday by the C. N. 8. 
Chinhua, which arrived here with the 
survivors of the ill-fated vessol—the 
C.MS. Hsichho, The facts, as far as we 
have been able to gather them, are tragic 
in their simplicity. The Hsiehho was on 
hor ordinary run from Tientsin to Shang- 
hai, and on Saturday at a little after 6.30 
a.m, was at a point Lat. 33’ 25° N., Long. 
122° 37’ E. from which the S.E. Promon- 
tory Lighthouse bore N. 3° W. 90 miles. 
Tho sea was smooth, the air clear. The 
officer on tho bridge was taking an 
observation by the sun, but there was 
nothing to attract the attention of those 
on the look-out. Suddenly, and without 
warning, a terrific explosion . shook 
the vessel from stem to stem, shattered 
the forward part, and sent'a mass of 
débris all around. Instantly the Hsiehho 
began to settle by the head, and so 
rapidly did she make water that 
it came pouring through the ship's 
ventilators. ‘Two boats were released from 
the davits, as they touched water; a 
third, in which some of the crew had 
taken places, was capsized in the hurry 
and confusion. Some of those on board, 
including the two foreign passengers, 
took to the water in their pyjamas, and 
swam until they were picked up by one 
or other of tho two boats which put off 
successfully. Captain Crawford was the 
last to leave his ship. 

‘The Hsichho was carrying no cargo, 
and the water rushing into her empty 
hold caused her to settle down almost

‘The missing engineers were Mr. Mau- 
chan (second) and Mr. Muir (third) and 
every sympathy will be felt with their 
relatives and friends in Shanghai. ‘They 
are believed to have beon in tho boat 
which eapsized. 

‘The foreign passengers were Mr. Basae, 
of the Kiangnan Arsonal, just returning 
from his audience with the Empress 
Dowager, and a military officer. Mr.

‘The mine which caused the explosion 
was apparently completely submerged 
in the water, having been weighted 
probably with’ that end in view.

THE FLOATING MINE 
DANGER. 


‘Phat the floating mine danger zone ex- 
tonds well south of the 8.E. promontory 
is further proved by the receipt of the 
following telegram from the Commissioner 
of Customs at Chefoo, handed to us by 
the Coast Inspector :—

‘This location is right in the track of 
shipping. §.E. Promontory Lighthouse 
boars N. 2 E. (mag) distant 94 miles, and 
this mine was seen therefore not very far 
from the scene of the disaster to the 
O.M.S, Hsiehho. 

‘As we recorded in our account of the 
catastrophe, the survivors of the Heieh- 
ho had barely time to escape with their 
lives, and ‘everything they had in the 
way of personal belongings with them 
was lost. Iu the cases of the uative 
passengers and crew this is a serious 











matter and the sufferers would seem to 
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have a claim at all events to be conside: 
ed sympathetically against the bellig: 
whose mine caused the explosion. Un- 
fortunately it can never be ascertained 
certainly whether the mine was Russian 
or Japanese, and it would seem fair 
therefore that the duty of compensation 
should be shared by the two Govern- 
ments, At all events representations 
might be made on such lines, and we 
huave reason to believe they might be 
successful,

At the second lecture, delivered on 
Saturday afternoon, at the International 
Institute, by Dr Gilbert Roid on “Friend- 
ly Intercourse,” there was a good number 
of representative Chin ine 
cluding the official Chang 
the Viceroy to arrange the boycott mat- 
tor, and also a sprinkling of Americans, 
including four gentlemen from the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the American As- 
sociation, Mr. J. L. Rodgers, American 
Consul-General, was in the clair, and in 
his opening speech ho assured his andi 
once of the friendly feeling of his Gove 
ment towards China, uow as in the past, 
and of the willingness of America to 
welcome a Jarger number of students and 
other Chinese. He was sure that Dr 
Gilbert Reid was competent, from his 
long experience in China,’ to disenss the 
question of the friendly relations between 
the two countries. 

‘Dr Reid said his aim was to deul with 
the matter impartially. For many years 
hoexporienced a feoling of pride in the re- 
ed statement that Ame 
«very good friends. 
within the last year had he 
customed to the remark of Chinese, 
“America is not a friend : Atnerica has 
tronted uscruelly.” Whatever the words, 
it should bo noted. what was the animus 
and what the conduct of America to 
China, and just as well the animus and 
conduct of China to Ameri whether 
friondly or not, and if. unfriendly, how 
far so. Both sides must be taken into 
consideration. They must first notice 
the Inrge amount of money brought 
from America aud spent in China, for the 
good of the Chinese, in schools, hospital 
and preaching halls, while the Chin 
had gone to. America to muke money 
there and then to send it home. It 
should also not be forgotten that when 
over one’ hundred Chinese students went 
to America’ some thicty years ago they 
wore received into. the homes of some 
of the best people, while American 
tonchers in coming to China had, with 
the excoption of the last five years, been 
admitted only into the homes of the poor 
and were ignored by the gentry. What 
lind beon the attitude of the American 
Government? B..ck in 1868, when China 
for the: first time was to send Ministers 
abroad, the head of the. mission to esta- 
blish friendly relations with the West 
was the American’ Minister in Peking, 
Anson Burlingame, who spoke eloquently 
for China in America, Great Britain, 
France, and Prussia, and who made in 
Washingtou a Treaty of most cordial and 
reciprocal sentiments, signing for the 
Emperor of Chins. The next friendly 
‘act was in 1880, when three special 
Ministers went to Peking, sent by the 
American Government to negotiate two 
things: one, the inconvenience of Chinese 
Jabourers in America, and the other with 






























































regard to the inconvenience aud even 
harm of opium in China. - Concerning 
the latter the position taken was most 
friendly, namely to forbid Americans to 
deal in opium in China. With reference 
to the former there were four friendly 
features: first a willingness to consult 
China and not decided the matter off- 
hand; second, not to exclude even 
Chinese labourers, but only to limit as to 
number and years; third, to allow all 
within the limit, as well as all Chinese 
not Iubourers; and fourth, to agree that 
all laws and regulations madeto carry out 
the ‘Treaty should be reported to the 
other Government with right to protest 
with a view to alteration.

THE WAR IN SOUTH: 
CELEBES. 


FROM OUR JAVA CORRESPONDENT, 





Sourabaya, 15th September. 
Predictions Unfalfilled. 

When the South Africah war was 
bout to begin, Lord Roberts predicted 
it would be a military promenade. But, 
as the world afterwards saw, it was not. 
When the South Celebes war was opened, 
everyone who knew the history of the 
States there foretold that it would be a 
hard struggle, the Bugineso being ‘a 
warlike race, and their armaments modern, 
Here tod the moral of history is that pro- 
phosying is not everyono’s work, specially 
in matters of warfare. 

Progress of the Dutch, 

After Boni the States of Wadju and 
Sidenreng yielded to the Duteh arms. 
In Wadju the principal rajabs, of whem 
ono is the chief rajab, offered personally 
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their submission ; in Sidonreng the rajah 
fied. Last Monday the troops lauded 
near Palopo, the capital of the vast State 
of Luwa, a country which, five centuries 
ago, boasted a rather high civilisation. 
The interior is entirely “unknown. 
What wo know, we are indebted for to 
two Swiss travellers, Mrs. Sarazin, and 
some missionaries. Tho inhabitants of 
the interior are named Toradjas ; they 
do not differ much from savages. Neac the 
const live the Buginese, who have subdued 
the Toradjas and only number 30,000. 
A Fugitive Princess. 

‘The fighting near Palopo was uot sharp, 
although there was some resistance, so 
that the help of marino artillery was 
gratefully accepted by the commander, 
Major Do Wys. On the afternoon of 
the 11th September the kraton of the 
princess or queon was captured. The 
quoon herself fled into the mountaius. 
Dutch ‘troops will pursue her. It is 
not improbable that the old rajah of Boni 
and the rajah of Sideureng too have 
fled to Luwu, and that the refractory 
elements who follow them will hide in 
the wild mount 8, said to be moun- 
tains of 15,000 ' fect and from 
time to time descend into the plain 
for marauding aud murdering. It will 
be a heavy task to catch the fugitive 
princes. 

The Penalties of Defeat. 
. Tho now conquered States have to pay 
a small war indemnity and to abolish 
slavery int five years, ‘Tho Customs will 
bo takon over by the Duteh. Specially 
Luwn is a country which ‘hus some trade 
with Macassar and Singapore. It ex- 
ports products from the forests, as 
rotan, wood; and damar; it imports rice, 
salt, ‘opium, dried fish, tobacco, ete. 
Some years ago the export of rotan was 
‘mated at 18,000 piculs a year.

You may be interested to hear of a trip 
which two of us made from Peitaiho to a 
remarkable temple about 3,000 feet up in 
the Mountains, and on the line of the 
Great Wall. It is a place that is well 
worth a visit. We packed our food, bed- 
ding, and tent on a hardy little Mongolian 
pony, with a great Mexican saddle equally 
good for riding or packing. As the donkey- 
boys demanded double prices we started 
on foot, and got a man from a village on 
the road to lead the horse and watch 
camp while we were away. 

By noon we had covered ten miles of 
plain, through a sea of kaoliang ten feet, 
deep. We lunched in a Chinese inn, 
drinking quarts of real tea against the heat, 
of the day. Up into the foot-hills we went 
along a narrow winding valley, with a 
pebbly stroam to be forded every half- 
mile, The hillsides were both rocky aud 
steep, and tho path lod between the 
stone walls of narrow terrneos where the 
mountaineers rear their scauty crops of 
millet. We soou left the valley and 
climbed to the top of a long sput or 

igo perhaps 1,000 feet high, our horse 
serambling bravely up narrow trails worn 
deep in the rock by donkey feet for 
thousands of years, After a milo of 
travel on the ridge, wo pased a line of 
towers forming part of tho defences of 
the Groat Wall, and dropped into an- 
othor valley with a clesr, singing stream 
at tho bottom of it. Up pasta rudi- 
mentary village a mile or so wo found a 
little gravelly plot, just large enoush for 
tent and eating-space, with a good pool of 
clear water in front for a morniug dip. 
After a generous meal, we tied our pony 
where neither wolves uor light-fiugered 
travellers could get at him without 
waking us, aud slept the sleep of the 
just. 

A dip _in-our icy bath with its 
clean sand bottom made us eager for the 
day's climb to begin. We packed our 
willing little pony and started up astill 
highor ridge, zig-zag up a rocky trail 
which mado ‘us giat to sit down among 
the pines at the top, aud look ont over 
tho winding valleys far below us, covered 
swith long grass and a scattered growth of 
pine, equal to the mountains of Japan for 
beauty and charm. Away to the south 
the sea stretched like a biue curtain hung 

invisible wires betweon the peaks 
passed. Turning north we got, 
our first clear view of the great column 
of the “North Ox-tip,” standing like 
a sentinel in front of the main range, and 
high above the mountains around it. We 
wore told that three little white specks 
clinging part way down on one sheer side, 
were the temple buildings to which we 
were bound. It was easy to see why 
they had mentioned ladders and steps cut 






































looked as if nothing without wings could 
reach that temple. 

‘After several miles along this crest 
which is often only a few feet in thickness, 
we slid down into another valley, 
tumed up stream, and soon reached the 
lower temple attached to our mountain, 
Although this is fifteen li from the top, 
we decided to make our perman- 
ent camp here, fearing for the pony's 
legs among the boulders of the trail. 
‘The slow, good-natured, old priest in 
charge of the temple at last understood 
what we were driving at, and gave us the 
freedom of his orchard. Under a pear 
tree 30 feet high, full of half-grown fruit, 
we put our tent. ‘Taking q hasty Iunch 
we were ready by noon to begin the main 
ascent. If may seem absurd to speak of 
an “ascent” of 3,000 feet, but we had 
seen three times that height in the Alps 
which would call for less careful and 
exhausting climbing. First we had two 
miles up over broken, heaped-up 
boulders, putting up a great brood of 
rock pheasants on the way. ‘This was 
sharp work, though still in a valley, but 
when at the head of the valley we began 
to zig-zag up the shoulder of the old 
giant himself, we found it necessary to 
admire the view at short intervals. After 
a hard bit, we came to where tho 
shoulder ended, and the long neck 





of the old fellow began; A ledge 
two feet wide started across the 
middle of a fair-sized cliff, and 


wo renched the foot of a knifo-cdgo of 
rock, which was to be our only visible 
mems of support for about 500 foot in 
the air. Imagine an old rusty knife, 
with its blado full of nick: i 
climbing up the nicks for 
you can get au idea of it, 








The steps in 
the rock and the hand-holds were cut 
probably 2,000 yenrs ago, and wo folt 
inclined to give them very careful at- 


tention for that, and other reasons. A 
glance in any direction except straight 
ahead, would go wandering off and down 
aquarter of a milo or so before finding 
any real rest-place and we would got 
that homesick fooling in the region of 
the stomach, in a very acute form, 
So we studied petrology hard, and 
after a “year” or so, wo reached 
x string of Indders, ‘onch stepped 
like a mast in rock, made of pine-trunks 
whole, the upper ones hold on by a great 
iron chain, with links four inches long. 
‘The last of these ended on the sill of a 
little arched doorway in a square stone 
tower, This was perched on the very end 
of along and fairly wide ledge, not visible 
from below, which held some remains of 
the great wall along its outer edge, and 
inside the temple and the priest’s garden. 
We certainly were glad to see something 
fiat. It was about. like the cornice on a 
huge, sky-seraping building, but still it 
was fiat. The old priest met us at the 
tower, and wanted to make tea for us at 
once.’ We could not stop, however, and 
pushed on past his bells, past the grotto 
high on the faco of a great cliff which is 
his holy of holies, and so at last to the 
top. Here is shown to perfection the 
vertical cleavage of these rocks. ‘The 
real top is not over thirty fect in 
diameter. At first I sat down aud held 
on with both bands. I confess that there 
was too much background in the Jand- 
scape to suit my tasto, and it was so far 
back that the old lonesome feeling got 
hold of my solar plexus. When I finally 
got to my fest, exactly fifteen feot from 
each edge, I saw that north, west, and 
south I could toss a stone ont, and it 
would fall close to 1,600 feet. The hight 
range to the north showed its jagged 














in the rock as part of onr journey, for it 


crest to great advantage for a short time, 
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but soon the clouds shut out everything,’ 
including the downward view, which was! 


a great comfort on the descent.» 

Stopping at tho temple for a little chat 
with the priest, we found that his great 
bell was much sought in dry seasons, as 
continued ringing was sure to bring rain. 

Ww it is a well-known fact that artillery 
ing and other heavy concussion in high 
altitudes will start precipitation, so the 
old priests may have been wiser than 
they knew in hoisting this great bell so 
high in the ai 

‘The down-trip over the ladders was| 
made much as children go down stairs, 
backward and one step at a time. On 
the rocky steps we adopted another child- 
ish method, sitting on each step as we 
came to it, so that our nether garments 
suffered somewhat in a conspicuous part. 
The two-foot ledge and the zigengs were 
easy now, and we were soon back at the 
lower temple, and washing off the fatigues 
of the day in'a deep pool in front of its 
door. 

We found later that the old priest at} 
the upper temple had a most interesting 
history. Tall, erect, and active for all his 
sixty years, we had found him well- 
informed in Chinese affairs, polite and 
hospitable, with unfailing 'good-nature 
and a keen mind, And well we might, for 
he had been an official for 30 years, and 
has now several sons of high rank in the 
empire, For some reason he left his 
official position more than twenty years 
ago, and gave himself to the “ practice of 
virtue.” Fifteen years ago he learned of 
this temple high on the mountain, then a’ 
deserted Buddhist shrine. He determin- 
ed to retire from the world to this 
beautiful spot, and now he lives here in’ 
solitude, euting only the coarse grain and 
fruits of his five mow of land scattered 
along the narrow valley, accumulatin; 
“merit” by the worship of Buddha an 
the countless “ fairies” of Taoist super- 
stition.

that, if there was anything in the world

‘This was a claim for an order that th 
dofendants, as exécutors of Rhoderick 
McNeill Angus Campbell, deceased, do 
forthwith transfer in tho books kept for 
the registration of land at H.B.M.’s 
Consulate-Goneral in Shanghai into the 
name of Andrew Wright Maitland or 
such other person as the plaintiffs may 
in writing direct all that piece and 
parcel of land now registered in the said 
books in the name of the said R. M. A. 
Campbell as lot No. 1073, the title deed 


















Mr. Wilson appeared for plaintiffs ; 
Mr. D, McNeill represented defendants. 

The plaintiffs’ petition stated that 
they constituted the supreme managing 
Committee of the Native Bankers 
Guild of Northern Shanghai, and 
sued on behalf of this guild. In 
1882 Cheng Sun-chao, _ representin; 
said guild, purchased from  Edulj 
Pallonji Laleaca a piece of land situate 
at the corner of North Honan and Boone 
Ronds, measuring in area 9m. Gf. 4. Th., 
which land was registered in the books 
of H.B.Ms Consulate as Lot 1073. title 
deed No. 1066. At the time of sale 
E. P. Laleaca was sole owner of the land. 
E. P. Laleaca continued owner of said 
Jand, but by writing under his hand 
declared that he held same in trust for 
the said guild. Said writing could not 
be found. On the 19th June 1893 the 




















Jand was transferred in the books from 





the name of E. P. Lalcaca into the name 
of R. M.A. Campbell and the latter, by 
writing under bis hand, also declared 
that he held the land in trust for said 
guild. Said writing could not be found. 
On the 17sh of June 1903 R, M, A. 
Campbell died without having trans- 
ferred said land or having appointed 
another trustee, but having appointed 
defendants executors. His will was 
duly proved on the 17th of July 1903. 
The Guild were entitled absolutely to the 
benoficial interest of the said lot and the 
plaintiffs on behalf of said Guild had 
requested defendants to transfer said lot 
in the manner requested jn the claim, 
but they refused to do so. 

Mr. Wilson seid he could prove that 
up to 1893 this land was held in trast by 
Mr. Laleaca. After that date it was a 
matter of inference from the Guild’s 
undisputed possession, ote. 
is Lordship asked if plaintiffs could 
not prove that there was a declaration of 
trust by Mr. R. M. A. Campboll. 

‘Mr. Wilson replied that the declaration 
of trast was kept in one bank and then in 
another. ‘The bauk in which it was last 
kept apparently went into liquidation, 
and then, after all business was finished, 
the papers were destroyed and apparent- 
ly, among them, the declaration. 

His Lordship said that if plaintifi 
were not prepared to show that there was 
a declaration of trust he did not see how 
they could proces: 

‘Mr. Wilson said that he would produce 
certain evidence to show that when the 
Jand was trausferred into Mr. Campboll’s 
name a document was signed and that 
the Chinese translation was said to bo a 
doed of trust, 

Mr. MoNeill said that the oxocutors 
found this land in Mr, Campboll’s namo. 
‘They had never considered it to be his 
land, but they could not say that thoy 
knew it was not, therefore they could not 
transfer it without an order from tho 
Court. Mr. Wilson was in « strong posi- 
tion up to a certain point. The plaintiffs 
had been in possession the whole timo 
and the executors of Mr. Campbell never 
consi to be part of his proporty. 

Mr. Wilson said he now proposed to 
call Mr. EP Lalenca. 

‘Mr. MeNeill mentioned that Mr. Lalonca 
had first come to see him and that he hud 
seut him along to his friend. 

E. P. Laleaca, sworn, said he was the 
original vwner of B. 0. Lot 1073. He sold 
it to Cheny San-chao, « banker, for the 
Native Bunkers’ Guild.’ After the sale he 
remained the registered owner of the land, 
He gave a receipt for the money, aud the 
deed r mained in his hands asa trust, He 
could not clearly remember whether he 
eclaration of trust or not. Afer 
Temaining the registered owner for eleven 
years the land was transferred into the 
name of Mr, R. M. A. Campbell. Ib was 
transferred because witness wished to go 
home Mr. Onmpbell was then manager 
of the Agra Bank, and was a well-known 
and prominent banker. 

Cross-examined—Witness held some 
other land in the same way for Chinese, 
He could not remember giviny a declara- 
ion of trust in any case 
Ching Fa-pso, cautioned, said that he 
was compradore nt the Agra Bauk when 
Mr. Campbell was minager. M 
bell handed him a deed of tr 
the land was transferred into his name. 
It was a paper in English, signed by Mr. 
Campboll, aud as witness could not read 
it he told his shrof’ to make a transla- 
tion. A translation into Chinese was 
made on the back. Witness: read it ; 
it snid that the property referred to be- 



























































longed to the Native Bankers’ Guild- 
Witness recognized Mr. Campbell's signa, 
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ture on a tax receipt shown to him. 
Some of the tax receipts for the property 
passed through witness's hands. The 
Guild gave witness the money to pay the 
taxes. 

Zia Lung-whun, ono of the plaintitis, 

ho was one of the Committee of the 
Guild. ‘Tho other member of the com- 
mittee. was Yuan Lau-ching. There were 
formerly threo members on the com- 
mittes, but Cheng Sau-chao had died re. 
contly. ‘Tho Guild had been in ococpa- 
tion of the premises referred to for four- 
teen yoars. The land had never been 
sold by the Guild, who had paid all the 
taxes, 

By his Lordship—Witness was not a 
member of the committes when the land 
was transferred to Mr. Campbell, and he 
had novor soon » paper signed’ by Mr. 
Campbell. 

‘Mr. 'McNeill suggested that evidenco 
should have beon given as to the loss of 
the document. 

Hia Lordship agreed thet it was most 
necessary to show that « search hid been 
made, 

‘Mr. Wilson said that Zin stated he had 
never seen the paper, and the committee- 
mun who made the search was dead. 

His Lordship adjourned the hearing until 
after tiffia for an interpreter to be obtained, 

On resuming Mr. Wilson said that since 
the adjournment he had considered the 
line he had taken and had come to the 
conclusion tha’ it: would be absolutely im- 
possible to establish that this declaration 
of trust was signed by Mr. Catnpbell. He 
decided therefore that hemust put thar aside 
and submit the circumstances to the Court, 
and from the circumstances he thought 
the Court would find that thero was a 
trast, With regard to the loss of the 
document. the whole caso depended on 
whether this document was really oxecut- 
ed, aud he thought it would be unnec 
sary to go further into the question of 
whethor it was lost and whothor a careful 
soarch had been mad 

His Lordship said he had left Mr. 
Wilson to conduct his case in his own 
way, and he had tried to prove that the 
circumstances pointed to a trust. Of 
course he would hear Mr. MeNeill, but it 
seemed to him that plaintiffs had made a 
very strong caso. At the same time he 
would like to ask Zia a few questions. 

Zin Lung-whun, recalled, in reply to 
his Lordship, said that after Mr. Camp- 
bell’s death witness and Cheng Sun-chao 
mado endeavours to find this declaration 
of trust. ‘The document was kept first at 
the ‘Tsu Wu-kong Bank, and later at the 
Nien Kong Bank, Thoso banks were 
sent to after Mr, Campbell's death, and 
asked to try and find the document. 

Mr, Wilson said that concluded his 
caso, 

‘Mr. MoNoill bad notl 
say, except that on tl 
ho left the matter. in 
hands. 

His Lordship said the form would 
have to be carefully considered, He was 
not certain that this document had gone 
astray, and he thonght it should be ad- 
vertised for. There should bo two 
advertisoments each in the “ North- 
China Herald,” and the leading Chinese 
paper, with a week's interval. The ad- 
vertisoment should stato that it is believed 
that this document has been lost, and 
that ifno claims are forthcoming within 
a month the Supreme Court would make 
tho order for transfer. He was quite 
satisfied from the evidencethatMr. Camp- 
ell was trustee of this land, and that it 
belonged, beneficially, to the Guild, 
and subjeot to the issue of the ad- 
vertisements he had roferred to after 
the lapse of the proper time from the

would trke effect ; that the trustees trans- 
ferthisland into the name of the nominee 
of the trustees of the Guild.

The matter woull never have come into 
Court if the Guild had uot muddled mat- 
ters and lost the Defendants 
would therefore have their costs.

Mr. Blochynden and 
the ageut for tho Mill Company when 
the formor, as he swears, referred to 
the 4” intake pipe as ly_ of 
insufficient size and advised a 5" pipo 
Proposal the agont rejected on the 
score of expense—tho agont on the 17th of 
September telephoned to Mr. Blechyuden 
that he accep'ed his offer of the 14th inst. 
‘To snoceed on their counterclaim tho 
defendant Company ‘must prove neglig- 
ence on tho part of the plantiff Com- 
pany with damago directly resulting, 
therefrom to themselves, First, in rogard 
there is uo evidence of want 
of preparation on the part of the plain- 
tif’ Company to accomplish their.work in 
dno time. I find one act of negligence 
only that must be attributed to them—the 
fact that a loose nut got sotachow into 
the cylinder of their new pump and 
smashed it. Did this negligent act cause 
any loss to the defendant Company? 
The evidence shows that the work of 
coupling up the new pump began on the 
Tot of January when the mill was shut 
down for it- bi-annual overhaul, which 
their own manager said took generally ton 
to twelvo days, On the 8th all was coupled 
np ; tested on the 9th, then ready for trial. 
On’ the-9th they could have worked, bat 
on the 10th boilers were not ready ;, the 
builers were undergoing necessary repairs 
at the lauds of the plaintiff Compeuy, 
ircespective of this coutracr, ‘The de- 
fendant Company's managersays: “ So far 
as new pump and piping were concerned. 
nothing to prevent working on tho 10th— 
one boiler was not finished.” On the 
13th for the first time the other mi 
chinery of the mill engine house was 















































such a condition as to admit of a loaded 
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trial of the new condenser, which worked 
until the nut accident. It took three to 
four hours, or according to the defendant 
Company’s own manager two to threo 
hours’ work coupling up the piping 
to the old condenser.

- THE AMERICAN 
CONSULAR COURT. 


Shanghai, 29th September. 
Before Jawes L. Rovcers, Esq. Con. 
sul-General, Acting Judicially. 
Waus E. Guar v, Tae Axentcan 
Cuma Deveroraext Co. 

‘This was a motion by the defendants 
that the action be transferred to the City 
of New York, State of New York, United 
States of America. 

‘Mr. T. R. Jernigan and Mr. 'T. Morgan 
Phillips appeared for the plaintiff and 
Mr. F. M. Brooks for the defence. 

Mr. Brooks not having yet filed his 
answer to the petition, Mr. Jernigan 
suggested that the decision of the Court 
‘on this motion be reserved until the 
answer had been filed. 

Mr. Brooks said he could not be com- 
pelled to file an answer, but he was willing 
‘on file proper pleas on this motion at 
a moment’s notice. If the case were 
transferred to New York, they would be 
sure of an impartial hearing, but if his 
Honour was inclined to appoint a referee, 
Counsel was willing to accept anyone 
not interested in any way in the defend- 
ant Company. If the Court ruled that 
the case be tried in Shanghai, they would 
wish it to be heard by his Honour, with 
Assessors, As to the reasons for wishing 
the case to be transferred to New York, 
it seemed to Counsel that His Honour sat 
here in a dual capacity—of Consul- 
General and Judge—and it was difficult 
for his Honour to separate his judicial 
mind from his Consul’s mind, As Consul- 
General he had to look after the welfare of 
American citizens and at certain times he 
was called upon to act judicially on matters 
in connection therewith, and naturally he 
could not help listening to a certain 
extent to cases prior to their coming 
before the Court. *Counsel did not infer 
for a moment that his Honour would be 
Dinssod, but that he might in the 
capacity of Consul have already formed 
an opinion of the case. Tho real ques- 
tion was as to whom it would be most 
convenient to have the case tried in New 
York. Mr. Gray's contract was made in 
New York, all the directors of the defen- 
dant Company resided thore, the original 
resolution appointing Mr. Gray ‘was 
made there, Again, Mr. Gray could not 
prove his case by secondary evidence until 
he had exhausted all ‘the means of 
obtaining primary evidence. If the case 
were tried here, Mr. Gray would have to 
make demand on the defendants to 
produce all documents in the case 
and it would take him threo months 
to get out all the papers to prove his 
case. The office of the defendant Com- 
pany was in New York, and the office 
jhere was simply the construction office. of 
‘the Canton-Hankow railway. The very 
life and soul of the Company was in New 
York. Mr. Gray was engaged there, his 
salary was paid there from time to time, 
and the resolution of appointment was 
made there. Mr. Gray was recalled to 
New York, and if he was discharged at 
all it was at New York. After he was 
out of the defendants’ employ, Mr. Gray 
took legal advice in New York, and if 
there was any inconvenience in changing 
the venue of the trial, Mr. Gray had 
brought it on himself. ‘After a wait of 
a year and a half, he brought the suit 
in ‘China, Mr. Gray knew very well that 
there was only a construction office here. 
‘There was no-one here at present except 
the engineer-in-chief, an official without 














any authority, and yet Mr. Gray sought 
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to bring this suit here and at this time.|ble for Mr. Gray to go to New York. 


Now what was the case? First of all 
there was the resolution, which by some 
stretch of imagination or ingenuity was 
termed a contract— 

Me. Jernigan said he did not think the 
question of the merits of the case was 
now before the Court. 

His Honour requested Mr. Brooks to 
confine his argnment to tlie motion which 
was the material issue before the Court. 

Mr. Brooks said he must refer to what 
they would have to prove. 

His Honour said Mr. Brooks could 
make broad. statements as to his e 
ence. ‘The Court would take everything 
into consideration at the termination of 
the eas 

Mr. Brooks said Mr. Gray would not be 
able to prove all the allegations contained 
in the petition until they had obtained 
from New York all the papers and the 
Gepositions of witness, If Mr. Gray was 
inging the action in good faith, he could 
get justice in New York just as well as 
here, He could obtain eminent Counsel 
there and he could subpana any witnesses 
he wanted, and usk for the produetion of 
all books and papers he required. Mr. 
Gray would certainly require production 
of the stock book, so as to show that the 
railway had passed ont of the contro! of 
the Company. He conld get access to 
all those books and papers in New York, 
but if the case were tried here how was he 
to get the documents and depositions, 
unless the Court ordered the defendants 
to bring them here. ‘The defendants would 
not be obliged to bring them here actually 
to prove Mr. Gray's ease, The necessary 
evidence was to be obtained in New York 
and that was: good reason why the 
case should be tried there. It would 
be some time, he anticipated, before 
‘they could go to the Conré again under the 
petition. Counsel was called upon to file 
‘a proper answer, but he understood that 
the Court was going into vacation for 
a month, and before Counsel could file 
his answer there would doubtless be 
another month gone, Counsel had re- 
ceived letters, thongh not official, with 
regard to the sale of the railway. The 
railway was sold conditionally upon the 
payment of a certain sum, and the money 
had already been partly paid, and all 
imight be paid by the 7th of October. 
‘Nhe defendant Company had absolutely 
no-one here to represent them in the ease. 
‘There was another point. If this case 
should happen to be tried before his Hon- 
our and assessors, he ventured to say that 
the limited number of assessors his 
Honour might have to call to assist the 
Court, might have formed their own 
‘opinion beforehand and might be pre- 
judiced against either

He had been there once already. On 
the other hand, it would be very 
inconvenient for the defendants to 
bring all account books, vouchers, 
and others things from the main office 
simply for Mr. Gray’s convenience, when 
he could go to New York and have every- 
thing at his command, as the defendants 
had at their command in New York. Of 
course his Honour had jurisdiction and 
could try the case here, but with 
all due respect to the Court, if his Hon- 
our’s decision went against the Company 
they would probably instruct Counsel to 
appeal to the United States. ‘Taking all 
the circumstances into consideration. 
Counsel submitted that his Honour, as 
Consul and Jndge, should transfer ‘the 
case to, New York. Anticipating thi 
Counsel had wired to New York and they 
had replied that if the caso were trans- 
ferred there they would take it up imme- 
diately, whether it came before a referee 
or before the District Court. 

Mr. T. R. Jernigan and Mr. ‘T, Morgan 
Phillips appeared for the plaintiff and 
Mr. F. M. Brooks for the defence.

Tt will not do to come into this Court 
and filo. motion alleging that the direc.

Now York City, and that everything else 
pertaining to the Company is in that 
city, when the very paper writing which 
gave life to the defendants and, by virtue 
of which they had the right to operate in 
China atall, shows exactly to the contrary. 
T hold in my hand a printed copy of 
the contract between the Chinese Govern- 
ment and the defendants, and, whether 
this action should be held to be local or 
transitory, the spirit and letter of that 


























contract locates Shanghai as the proper 
venne for it. 


If the resolution under which tho 
plaintiff was employed, and the resolu- 
tion by which he was discharged should 
be the criterion by which to determine 
whether this is o local or transitory 
action, then every rule of interpretation 
known to the law locates Shanghai only 
as the place where both the resolutions 
became effective. When the defendants 
allege that the resolutions relied upon by 
the plaintiff for his employment and 
discharge are solely of the locality of 
New York, they alloge what is absolutely 
contrary to the contract they have 
signed, for, by the explicit provisions of 
that contract, neither resolution could be 
effective without the precedent approval 
of the director general, who has always 
resided in Shanghai, and never in New 
York. The plaintiff conld not have been 
employed without the approval-of the 
irector general ; hie could not have been - 
Gischargod without the approval of 
the same -authority. Not only were 
these gentlemen, who hail from New 
York and Belgium, prohibited by their 
contract from employing the plaintitt, 
except upon tho condition indicated, but 
ueither could the salary of the plaintiff 
have been fixed or paid’ withont the ap- 
proval of the director general, well-known 
as His Excellency Sheng Kung-pao, an 
old resident of Shiangh 


And where was this contract to be 
executed? It was made to be carried 
into effect in China, and the execntive 
authority to make the contract effectual 
hud its headqu did its execn- 
tive work here in thi i 
that made its provisions operative, and 
the plco where the balance whool, ax it 
wero, received its motive, its propelling 
power, has always been within the 
jurisdiction of the Court over whieh your 
Honour pres 

gineor-in-chi 
tho: instrnetions of the board of com- 
missioners, and conld not move or 
do anything without such instrnetions, 
nd that board was under tho supervision 
of the director-general, and his approval 
or disapproval was a finality. 

And it is a fact that the contractors 
or directors who resided in New York did 
not have even the authority to keop in 
Now York the money belonging to the 
ndants. On page 14 of the contract

bonds, after deducting so much of them as 
may be required to be kept in the United 
States for the purchase of materials, ete., 

1@ balance shall be remitted to Shanghai 
to be kept insuch Shanghai Banks as may 
be agreed upon. On page 20 there is 
anothor provision, that all accounts of the 
railway construction and oporation in 
China are to be kept in Shanghai currency, 
and that the staffof the chief accountant’s 
department:shall be comprised of Chinese 
and foreigners. 

When the contract, which the defen- 
ants have signed, binds them to keep-all 
the money belonging to the Company in 
Shanghai, it is quite curious that thoy. 
should invite the plaintiff to New York 
where th y The 
plaintiff is here in Shanghai, where it was 
agreed in writing that the money shonld 
be kept, and where it onght to be. 

Not only was the money requireil to be 
Kept in the Shanghai Banks, and in- 
Shanghai eurreney, but on page 22 of the 
contract, your Honour will soo it is express- 
ly provided that the deeds for all land 

































































purchased by the defendants, all current 
reports and every other record shall be 
kept in the defendants’ office at Shang- 
hai, 
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Now, why are the records not in 
Shanghai? The defendants have signed 
a contract with the Chinese Government 
that the records, consequent upon that 
contract, shall be kept here in Shanghai. 
By whose authority bave they been re- 
moved? Is China to have such rights 
only as these gentlemen who hail from 
the cities of Now York and Brussels feel 
inclined to respect ? 

I use the word China, because the 
director-general of the defendants is a 
Chinese, and“of the five mombers of the 
Board of Commissioners, two aro for- 
eigners, two Chinese, and the fifth ie the 
enginoer-in-chief. 

On page 19, your Honour will seo that 
the hend oilfico for the operation of the 
dofendant Company is located at Shang- 
hai, 

Tho office of the director-general is 
at Shanghai, as woll as the office of the 
board of five commissioners, and it is 
provided,- on pago 19, that the salaries 
of these five members shall be paid from 
the general accounts of the railway, 
which accounts shall be kept at Shang- 
hai, and as stated in Shanghai currency ; 
the’ salary of the plaintiff, who was a 
mombor of the Board of Commissioners, 
was simply remitted to his bank in New 
York as a matter of courtesy, not of 
right, and upon special request. 

_ And if there is any tangible property 
iin the world, belonging to the defendant: 
it is located in China and nowhore 
Whore is tho railroad, its equipment, its 
rolling-stock, its terminals, and the record 
of its surveys, but in China? 

Cortainly, if this action is transitory 
this is the only Court in which to bring 
it, because tho offices of the diroctor- 
ggneval and five commissioners 2 

hanghai, and, if @ local action, then all 
tho records of the defendants, by written 
contract, aro in Shanghai, or should be, 
and tho gentleman who subscribes him- 
self'as tho acting agont for the de 
fendants, and who bas accepted the 
service of tho summons in this case, 
resides, also, in this city; every material 
fact emphasis contention that hore 
and here only is the venue, the jurisdie- 
tion for the trial of this action. 

Whon the defendants como here and 
alloge that the records of their com- 
pany are in New York, they admit 
that they have violated their contract 
by the removal of such records from 
Shanghai, and they ought not to be 
allowed ‘to take xdvantage of their 
own wrong act. They should not be 
permitted to remove property from 
where thoit contract provides it shall 
bo kept, and thon come hero to take 
advantage of a wrong act under the 
plea of convenience. ‘This is not an 
ex parte matter. There is a written 
contract, signed aud sealed, and in 
that contract these gentlemen from 
New York and Belgium bave only such 
rights as are defined therei 

and respo 
joint siguers, the Chinese. 

This is not a contract that can be 
interpreted to suit gentlemen according 
to the side of the ocean on which they 
may live. It admits of being construed 
only as a whole contract, and wherever 
its provisions locate the place for it to 
be executed, the placo where the busi- 
ness shall ‘be done, the offices and 
bureaus where the employees are to 
work, there is located the jurisdiction 
to which these defendants aro amenable. 

With these general remarks on the 
legal aspects of the subject I now turn 
for a moment to the equitable aspects. 

‘The plaintiff in this case would be 
greatly inconvenienced by sending him to 

































































‘New York for his remedy and redress 
of his alleged wrongs. His moans aro 
limited, and, in that regard, he is far 
from being’ on an’ equality with the 
defendants, but, when he comes into this 
Court, American law clothes him with full 
equality, and he has cited the defendants 
to meet him before this tribunal for the 
adjudication of their respective rights. 
He lays his action here where the caus 
of it arose. 

It is to Mr. Gray’s credit to mention, 
that by th force of his own charactor 
and industry he has merited empl 
ment at tho handsome salary named in 
the defendants’ resolution, Before he 
loft his home in America to come to 
Chins, at the request of the defend- 
‘ants, he was receiving salary there 
almost as largo as the salary given him 
in the resolution under which he was 
employed. He broke up his home, he 
came to China, and all the services he 
has rendered ‘have beon rendered in 
China. 


His business office has been im this 
city, the Board of Commissioners, of which 
he was a member, hold their meetings, 
have their office, and transact their 
business alinost within the hearing of this 
Consulate-General, and the director- 
this city to approve or dis- 
ction of the defendants, 

Again, every material record your 
Honour many think necessary to bo ad- 
duced as evidence should be hero in 
Shanghai, by the provisions of the con- 
tract these defendants have entered 
and the material wi 
tiff aro in China or oasily procurable. 

Tho defendants aro abundantly able to 
incur whatever expense may be necessary 
to change the venue of this action ; they 
can live on and pay ont regardless of 
endless dolays, but the plaintiff is not in 

ich a favourable pecuniary condition, and 
he pleads that the motion for « change 
of vento be overraled, and that the case 
be tried whore, according to the contract, 
the records wore to bo kept and the 
vices were rendered, and whore his mat- 
erial witnesses reside, where a majority of 
the Board of Commissioners also reside, 
as well as whore resides the only officor 
With whom rests the anthority to finally 
approve or disapprove all proposals or 
resolutions. 

Mr. Brooks said that he would briefly 
reply to one or two points which Mr. 
Jernigan had brought forward. Counsel 
quite concurred in Mr. Jernigan’s exposi- 
tion of the law on venue. There was no 
question that in a transitory aétion they 
could sue the defendant wherever he was 
tobe found. He accepted that principle. 
ide: ‘0 argue this motion ov 
entirely different lines, but for the sug- 
gestion of the dual capacity in which 
his Honour sat. He knew that his 
Honour had a vory strong mind, but he 
realised the difiiculty his Honour would 
have, when taking this case into considera 

in entirely separating matters which 
might have come before his Honour in 
his’ capacity of Consul-General. How- 
ever, he would now drop that point. 
Mr. Jernigan, it ssemed to him, had not 
answered the question of the convenience 
of this case being tried in New York. 
What answer was that to say that the 
defendants were a rich corporation while 
Mr. Gray had limited means and it would 
therefore be inconvenient for him tu go 
to New York, in of the suggestion 
made by Counsel, and which was not 
denied, that Mr. Gray had been to New 
York but had not undertaken any pro- 
ceedings there? With regard to the alle- 










































































gation that the Commissioners resided in 


Shanghai, Counsel submitted that. there 
was no Board of Commissioners ; in fact 
it did not exist. Shéng Kung-pao, the 
Director,General, had been in Peking for 
many months and it was doubtful whe- 
ther he would return at all to Shanghai. 
However, Counsal did not think that 
Shéog was a material witness, or that 
Mr, Gray would like to bring Shéng 
into the case. But the point was 
that there were no Commissioners 
now. With regard to the records 
mentioned by Mr. Jernigan, they were 
imply the records of the Ganton-Han- 
kow railway and not the records of the 
defendant company with whom Mr. 
Gray was alleged to havo a contract. 
The railway office was in Shanghai, but 
the records of expenditure’ or 
the records as appertaining to Mr. 
Gray's contract wore in New York 
and always had been in Now 
York. Mr. Gray's salary was sont 
to him from New York and no one 
know better than Mr. Gray that it would 
be no inconvenience to him to bave 
the case transferred to New York, 
Mr, Gray could obtain the most 
able Counsel in America, especially in New 
York. But he preferred to put off the 
case for eighteen months siruply to take 
the company at a disadvantage and 























commence suit when there was no 
ono here authorised to represent 
the company. Counsel thought 





Honour could say, “ Wo have jurisdic 
tion in this case, but acting as Consul- 
General and Judge combined and acting 
for the good of all the people here wo will 
order Mr.Gray to go toNew York and start 
his action there.” Mr. Gray, if he wished, 
could give his doposition here, Ev 
thing upon which thedefendants depended 
for their defence was in Now York. If 
the Court appointed a referee, defendants 
would engage themselves to accept any- 
one nuconnected with their company. 
They wonld afford every assistance to 
Mr. Gray both here and in New York in 
the shape of papers or documents that 
Mr. Gray might require for his cas 
But if the Court ordored the defendants 
to produce their records here, he would 
say in spirit of fairnoss that a way 
could always he found to prevent the 
other side from getting any papers at 
all, If Mr. Gray wanted to prove his 
case here by the company’s records there 
was a way of his not getting them. ‘The 
Court could say to Mr. Gray that if he 
wont to Now York and if the defendants 
did not do xs they had promised, then 
Mr. Gray could come back to Shanghai 
and the Court then would try the case. 
‘The law was that the plaintiff could sue 
wherever he could find the defendant. 
Thoy might agree upon a referee ; other- 
wise let them go to the District Court. 

His Honour said that he would require 
Mr. Brooks to file « cortified vopy of the 
telegram which he said he had received 
from New York. He would reserve his 
decision on this motion until Mondxy 
morning at 10 o'clock, ; 

Shanghai, 3rd October. 

In this case, ia which Mr. ‘. Morgan 
Phillips and Mr. T. R. Jernigan appeared 
for the plaintiff and Mr. F. M. Brooks 
was for the defence, His Honour deliver- 
ed the following judgment on the de- 
fendant’s motion to change the venue to 
New York City, U. 8. A.:— 

In the matter of the motion of the 
defendants for change of venne on the 
grounds that the contract relied upon by 
the plaintiff in this action was made and 
executed in New York City; that the 
defendants’ main office, its principal 
officers, all records and evidence as well 
as witnesses necessary to a proper ,trial 
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are in Now York City; and that a 
heating can only be had here at great 
inconvenience and delay. It has been 
admitted in argument that the venue is 
transitory and uot local, aud therefore 
account can only be taken on the plain- 
tiffs declaration in opposition that lack 
of evidence and general authority to 
defend is -the result of fault and of 
violation of contractual obligation with 
the Chineso Government. It is broadly 
stated that being at fault, the members of 
the defendant company cannot rightfully 
come here to take advantage of a wrong 
act under the plea of convenience. 

In considering these views thero is 
neither intention uor desire to delve into 
the history of the American China 
Development Company, but it is neces- 
sary to state some facts well-known in the 
present. Whatever may have been tho 
purpose or the xccomplishment ducing 
the life of the enterprise, itis an actuality 
that the defendant Company virtually 
has ceased to oxist in China, and that its 
organisation and its chief offices in New 
York aro now maintained primarily to 
receive and distribute the funds accruing 
to it urider the recent salo of its property 
and concessionary rights in this Empire. 
Tts agents and employés in Shanghai and 
elsowhore are apparently uot vested with 
authority of consequential degree, and 
furthermore are prosecuting no work, the 
ownership of the property by the C 
being recognised. ‘The provision 
the original and supplomontal contracts 
with the Chinese Government, either by 
consent or default practically have been 
annulled, and in justice no one unfamiliar 
with all’ the details can or should attach 
all the blame therefore to one side. ‘The 
Chinese themselves apparently have not 
attempted to maintain the measure of 
control vested in them by the contracts. 
At this great distanco from the place 
where the negotiations for the transfer of 
tho property and rights took place, possess- 
ed of but scant information as to details 
and reasons, we only know that the re- 
tiroment of the defendant company is 
entirely genuine and that its affairs are 
being closed in Now York. 

In view of all these facts the reasons 
for change of venue aro entitled to and 
must receive respect, It must be appar- 
ent to both parties that no hearing of 
this case in Shanghai oould possibly be had 
‘until full and ample time had been allow- 
vd. Depositions would have to be taken, 
sons summoned if necessary, books, 
records and papers produced, all of 
which wonld involve delay of months, 
even if the greatest expedition was usod. 
Such delay night well causo damage and 
injury to entirely innocent partie 
Thore is again the question whether, 
whoever may be in fault, there would not 
bo grave impropriety in attempting to 
hear the ease in Shanghai where condi- 
tions might arise necessitating further 
postponement, That snch might well be 
tho case for variety of reasons is per- 
fectly well known to all. 

‘There is some question about the right 
of this Court to exercise its discretionary 
power and grant a change of venue in 
this case. Without discussing the matter 
it can be said, however, that a broad 
principle of ali law is that some such 
action may be taken to avoid injustice 
and to facilitate a determination of the 
issue. Again, it is the inherent privilege 
of a court to interpose in any matter 
to the contrary, and failure to do so is 
deemed dereliction in duty. 

It is fortunate that there is ‘now 
no necessity for the recognition of 
technical objection, or consideration 



























of. the judicial anthority- involved. 
Acting under tho direction of Section 
4098 Revised Statutes of the United 
States, I have encouraged and have ob- 
tained an agreement from the parties 
that this case shall be submitted to a 
referee or referees, mutually satisfactory, 
for hearing. In recognition of all the 
circumstances and conditions and be- 
lieving that not only the ends of justice 
but also the personal interests of ail con- 
cerned will bo better subserved, an order 
will be entered providing that the referee 
or referees, who shall be selected by the 
parties, will be commissioned by this 
Court, and will be directed to commence 
the hearing in the city of New York, 
United States of America, within four 
months from this date. It will be further 
ordered that the reference shall be in 
accordance with the rules laid down in 
Section 4098 U. S. Revised Statates. “An 
order providing for taking depositions in 
Shaughai, for the production of such 
documentary evidence as may be here, 
and for the record of this case will be 
made. Should further orders be nec 
sary to protect the rights of both parti 
in Shanghai prior to the hearing in Now 
York, this Court will consider motion to 
that effect. .

Mr. Mahnfeldt then argued the facts of 
the case, and referred to several English 
cases on the point of the illegality of com- 
pounding a felony. 

Mr. Voigts addressed the Court briefly 
on behalf of his client, commenting on

Mr. Phillips claimed the indulgence of 
the Court to make a few remarks, Plain- 


tiff’s position, he said, was this. An 
offer was made, in Shanghai. It was 
withdrawn before acceptance. It was 


quite clear that that arrangement was 
withdrawn. Mr. Mahnfelgt had quoted 
English law with regard to compounding 
afelony. Any arrangement to suppress or 
stifle criminal prosecution, or in other 
words to compound a felony, was wholly 
|void. It was the same, he believed, in 
German law. He had the honour to 
appear in that Court last year to 
defend a person who was charged with a 
precisely similar fraud to that committed 
by Crombie. The accusod’s friends paid 
a certain amount of money to his employ- 
ers and they agreed not to prosecute. 
Accused then left for Europe, but tho 
matter came to the ears of the German 
Consulate and they, quite properly, con- 
sidering that. the offence was committed 
against the German Crown, had him ar- 
rested at Singapore. He was brought 
back and tried before that Conrt, and 
although they were quite aware of the 
arrangement not to prosecute, he was 
sentenced to a snitable term of imprison- 
ment.

Road, was charged with being concerned 
with one Liang Shun-ding in converting 
public and private funds to their own use 
in Chinkiang. 
The Taotai of Shanghai, and Taotai 
Shoh of Chinkiang were the prosecutors. 
Mr. G. D. Musso appeared for the de- 
fondant. Mr. Musso informed the Court, 
it was understood (Counsel’s voico could 
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scarcely bo heard in the 
of the Conrt), that the pri 
Spanish subject, that he was arrested » 
few days ago, released, and then ro- 
arrested on the afternoon of the 28th inst. 
‘Tho Spanish Consul, upon this, wroto im- 
mediately to the Senior Consul protesting 
against the prisoner being taken before 
the Mixed Court. Counsel contended 
that the Police should huve referred the 
matter to the Spanish Consul and not 
have arrested the man and detained him 
illegally as they had doue. Such a state 
of affairs could not he allowed to go on. 

Police Inspector G. Matheson said he 
would like to reply to what alr. Musso 
had said. ‘The accused ir this case 
was arrested on a Mixed Court war- 
rané duly stamped by the Senior 
Consul, ‘The complainants in the case 
were the ‘Taotai of Chinkiang, and the 
Shanghai Taotai. It was on the warrant 
produced that the accused was arrested 
the previous day. ‘The Police did not 
consider this man was a Spanish subj 
and it was a very dangerous prac 
to allow Chinese’ subjects who had 
coniitted crimes, or were about to com- 
mit crimes, to rush to the Spanish 
Consulate ‘and rogistor themselves as 
Spanish subjects and thus obtam the 
protection of the Spanish Consul. 

Mr, Musso protested against the state- 
ment of Inspector Matheson and said it 
was libellous. -A man claiming certain 
Consular jurisdiction had to be protecte 
by that Consulate ; it was not a matter 
of choige on the part of the Consul. 

Inspector Matheson then pnt in the 
following letters and documents :— 

Spanish Consulate, 
18th September. 

Sny—1 am just informed that the 
Spanish subject Mr, Wong ‘Tze-ting, duly 
registered in this Consulate, has been 
arrested by your Police without any war- 
rant or authority from me. I under- 
Stand that the same has been arrested a 
few days before, but upon production of 
his papers has been rele: T am 
unable to explain the arbitrariness of 
this arrest, which, under the cireum- 
stances, could not have boen done in bon 
fide; and Thereby order that the said 
Wong Tze-ting be immediately released.

‘The Assessor after glancing at the 
above documents said: I have beon 
directed to have nothing to do with thi 
case as it lies between the Chinese autho 
ities and the Spanish Consul. 

Inspector Matheson—Will you - kindly 
read these papers sir? ‘The warrant 
states that the defendant is a Chinese 
subject. 

Mr. Musso—He is a Spanish subject, 
because he was born of parents acquiring 
Spanish protection in the Philippine 
Islands. He has beon a Spanish subject 
all his life. 

‘The Assessor—What happened in the 
first case when you released him? 

Chief Detective Inspector Armstrong 
went into the box and stated that on the 
2ist the prisoner was arrested and tak: 
to him. The prisoner showed him his 
papers and he allowed him to go. Wit- 
ness had the warrant placed before the 
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registration paper produced’ by ihe ae- 
cused was dated the 12th of August. 

Mr. Musso said the régistratio’ paper 
had to be renewed each year. :

Ho pointed 
out that the most important feature of 
the case was to ascertain the date of tho 
registration, and if it wore found that the 
defendant registered himsolf at the Spa- 
nish Consulate after the committal of the 
crime then it was another question. ‘The 
‘man looked more like a Chinese than a 
Spaniard. ‘The magistrate proceeded to, 
say something with regard to the mothod 
of procedure at the Spanish Consulate, 
when, x 

Mr. Musso said—Any complaint the 
magistrate has to make with regard to the 
Spuuish, Consul he should make to him 
not tome. «Iam not here to defend the 
Spanish Consul. If the magistrate as- 
suines jurisdiction in this caso ho will 
have to bear the responsibility. 

‘The magistrate replied to the effect 
if the prisoner was found ‘to be a Spauish 
subject, the Chinese Government would 











take proceedings against him in tha 
Spanish Court. 

Mr. Musso again submitted that 
the “magistrate had uo jurisiie- 
tion whatever, as “the prisoner 
was not a ‘Chinese subject. ‘The 


magistrate could not exercise jurisdiction 
over a Spanish subject any more than he 
could over a subject of the British Court, 

‘The magistrate made another stato- 
ment in Chinese and Mr. Musso teplied 
that this matter had'beon brought before 
the Consular Body and now the Twotai 
would have to deal with it.

But asin the United 
States, in Australia, ‘and ‘elsewhere 
the objection comes from the working 
classes, who fear to be ousted from 
their occtipations or to have the 
standard scales of wages reduced by 
the competition of cheap Asiatic 
labour. ‘This objection is about as 
well justified as that which was 
raised not so very long back, as time 
goes, in history against the introduc- 
tion of machinery. ‘Che workmen then 
rose in revolt because as they then 
alleged, the bread was being taken 
out of their mouths, and events have 
as completely shown the ultimate 
fallacy of their conduct in the one 
case as they will dome to do in the 
other. Not, however, that there was 
not real cause for complaint when 
the machine usurped the place of the 
handworker, He did lose by the 
change even it his ch:ldren gained by 
ir, and the somewhat unctuous plati- 
tudes of the political economists of 
the time were not of much avail to 
the man who was turned out of one 
occupation and had neither time. to 
jearn another, nor ability to do so 
were he given the opportunity. The 
machine lessened cost of production 
and ‘so lessened prices, while at the 
same time it did not ultimately 
lessen in any corresponding measure 
the value of human effort in those 
directions in which the machine was 
of no avail, and the net result is that 
the worker is better off to-day than 
he wes before the introduction of 
machine labour—his nominal wages 
are higher, and their actual purchas- 
ing power is on the average grea’er. 

‘inhere is less to be said against 
the introduction of Asiatic labour 
than was to be said against machin- 
ery. In some places the Asiatic does 
not compete. with the white man at 
all. This is so regarding outdoor, or 
indéed any manual, Ixbour in tropical 
or sub-tropical countries, yet Asiatic 
Jabour is now excluded from Queens- 








land, and in North Quéensland at any 
rate the white man: is of very little 
avail inagriculture. In this case we 
have industry being rained by the 
shéer want of common ‘sense of the 
Australian labour party,” which is all 
powerful in the legislature. 

In British Columbia indeed there 
is no reason ‘why’ the white man 
should not do manual labour, but 
with an enormous area and a very 
sparse population“the ‘development 
of ‘the country isnot to be hoped 
for save by the aid of: Asiatics, for 
Earopenn immigration, flooding :as it 
is into Canada at the present time, 
is ‘nevertheless absorbed long before 
it reaches the Pacific coast. It is 
the monopolist who takes this stand 
in British Columbia, for labour being 
searce endeavours to monopolise it- 
self, and may do so successfully for 
some time in a new country of great 
natural resources where capital is 
constantly seeking investment. But 
‘a nemesis would be bound to come, 
for capital will not continue (o' enter 
acountry where there is not labour 
available at a moilerate- price, and 
labour, however - scarce, can, have 
little power once the ‘capitalistic 
demand for it ceases. There are 
instances in which this labour mono- 
poly is useful to.combat those mono- 
polistic capitalistic enterprises known 
as trusts, which depend for .their 
power not only on the resources at 
their disposal but on the: presence 
of an abundant labour supply, forced 
to seek employment so eagerly as to 
be bound to comply with unreason- 
able behests of the employer. On 
this ground there is some justifica- 
tion for the exclusion policy pursued 
in the United States, for any great 
increase in the available. labour sup- 
ply of that country would enormously 
strengthen the trus's and.correspond- 
ingly weaken: the: hands ‘of labour 
which, with little or no ‘capital at its 
disposal, cannot afford to wait, and 
must depend for its strength ‘on 
complete union, rendered . impossible 
by the invasion of large and alien 
hordes of labour, But Canada is not 
at the mercy of a plutocracy and ‘is 
not likely to become so, It’ seems 
on the face of it absurd that the 
legislature of British Columbia, which 
represents the electors among a white 
population not exceeding in all, in- 
clading women and children, one- 
fiftieth part “of the population of 


London should have the presumption 
to attempt to prevent the develop- 
ment of a country over four hundred 
thousand square miles in area. Such 
a- policy nob only checks internal 
development but’ also ‘reduces ‘the 
demand: of British Columbia for’ the 
products 6f other: parts of Canada:

In 
Shéng Kung-pao’s opinion,’ since the 
agreement was made seven years ago, 
and the concessionaires have neither 
secured the necessary capital nor survey- 
ed the line, the concession is already 
forfeited. It is, therefore, necessary for 
China only to’cable to its Minister at 
London, requesting him to notify the 
British company .of this decision... His 
Excellency also thinks that, in the build- 
ing of the Chékiang railway by the people 
of the province, they should begin with 
the Soo-Hang-Ning line, and this. would 
preclude the Br company from 
making any complaints, as it would. be 
clearly seen then that the Chineso, having 
waited for seven years, cannot wait any 
longer for the “British firm to begin 
oporations.—The people of Shansi having 
heard of the movement of Kiangsu to 
cancel the Shanghai-Nanking Railway 
concession, propose to take similar steps.

Sm,—The columns of your valuable 
journal have presented to us on the one 
sido the terms of ian alliance betwoon 
Great Britain and Japan, by which these 
two countries engago to protect China 
and defend her integrity, and on the 
other sido, potitions and edicts on the 
part of Chinese absolutely refusing to 
British capital the right to build ra 
ways, open mines, or take other part 
the trade and developments: of thi 
Empire. 

Surely, it is more than passing strango 
that British and Japanose capital and” 
military strength should bo employed to 
defend country which refuses to these 
same nations extended commercial rights 
in the trade of tho Empire. Tho Chiuose 
Government, wo are told in telegrams 
from Peking, safe under the wgis of 
these two powerful States, and to show 
hor gratitude, promptly refuses to grant 
to their citizens the right to i 
the development of the Empire, 
without such protection, would rapidly 
isintegrate. 

‘Tho present time would seem tobeavery 
opportune occasion for the China Associa~ 
tion, and British and Japanese merchants

Owing to the ease with which the new 
copper ten-cash pieces can be imitated— 
it is alleged that even tho lemonade- 
g machine has been successfully 
utilisod for this—and the enormous profits 
that acorue from this illegal business, 
counterfeiters of this money are said 
to have lately multiplied to such an 
alarming degree that stringent orders 
havo been issued by tho provincial 
authorities everywhere to their sub- 
ordinates to put a stop to the 
illicit traffic without delay, on pain of

feitors have been alroady arrested, and 
whon the Chinkiang Taotai applied to 
the Manchu Major-General commanding 
the Tartar regiments near Chinkiang for 
the persons of the younger brothers and 
son of his subordinate officer they could 
not be produced, having, it is reported, 
fled to Shanghai the moment they heard 
of tho atrost of their confederates. The 
Manchu Major-Goneral and the Viceroy 
at Nanking therefore gavo 

ordinate a week to produce his kinsmen, 
‘and as the colonel was unable to 
comply, he has been made to take the 
burden on his own shoulders, according 
to Chinese law, and he’ has beon 
sent, under escort, to: Nanking for trial, 
Tho first part of the proceedings will be 
to find out whether the old colonel has 
himself had any connection with the 
doings of the gang; should be be found 
jnnocent he will then be confined until 
such time as his youngerbrothers and son 
come forward themselves, or, what is 
more likely, until they are arrested by the 
officers of the law. 

















Insurrection in Chinese 
Turkestan. 

The Grand Council received the other 
day the following telegraphic dispatch 
from Acting Governor Wu  Yin-sun 
(formerly Taotai of Ningpo) of Chinese 
Turkestan:—A number of Tarkis (the 
name of the aboriginal Mahomedan in- 
habitants of Chinese Turkestan) have 
started an insurrection near K‘uché, and 
are being assisted by outlaws from the 
borders of the Gobi desert and mounted 
bandits. The consequence is that towns 
en route and travelling merchant cara- 
vans are being ruthlessly plundered and 
many persons murdered by the outlaws 
To make matters more complicated the 
Russian Consul at K‘aché under pretence 
of protecting Russian subjects in that city 
and vicinity, has called for and obtained 
a large body of Cossacks from the Rus- 
sian Cousul-General at Kashgar, and these 
ate giving protection to certain outlaws 
who, being in danger of capture, claimed 
Russian subjection. The Acting Governor 
therefore asks that thonow Tartar General 
of Ili, Ch‘ang Kéng, with his foreign. 
modelled troops, leave Peking without 
delay to assist in restoring order in Chi- 
nese Turkestan. As it will take about 
throo months to get to Tihua, the capital 
of Chinese Turkestan, or at least ten weeks 
« by forced marches, it is unlikely that 

Tartar General Ch‘ang Kéng can be of 

any use to the Governor of Chinese Turkes- 

tan, and so the Grand Council has tele- 
graphed to Ma Liang, the prosent Tartar 
eneral in Ili, instructing him to confer

and cooperate with the Provincial Com- 
mander-in-Chief of Chinese Turkestan in 
suppressing the insurrection. Instruc- 
tions, it is stated, have also been sent to 
take no notice of the claims to Russian

DR. GRIFFITH JOHN’ 
JUBILEE 
CELEBRATION 


FROM OUR HANKOW CORRESPONDENT. 
Sunday the 24th of September, being 
the anniversary of Dr. Griffith John’s 
arrival in China fifty years previously, 
the London Mission converts at Hankow 
naturally laid hold of the opportunity for 
a demonstration in honour of the “Old 
Pastor.” On approaching the Concession 
Chapel, at the hour of afternoon service, 
the courtyard was found to be filled with 
the ample proportions of many many- 
flounced congratulatory red umbrellas, 
and boards of honour standing in rows 
with inscriptions in crimson and gold, 
expressing sentiments quite as dazzling as 
the colours. Inside, the Chapel was 
tastefully decorated with scrolls and 
embroideries, and crowded to the door 
by a large congregation. It was astifling 
hot afternoon with that deadly oppressive 
feeling in the air which heralds the ap- 
proach of a typhoon, but this appeared 
to have no effect on the animation of the 
native Christians, There was nothing 
ornate about the service. The vari 
country churches had each delegated a 
representative to present their congratula- 
tions, and “Dr. John’s colleagues also 
wished to say a word. With so many 
there was time for nothing but speeches, 
and although each spesker was requested 
to confine himself to five minutes it took 



























two hours and a half to got through. 
The leading thought in the native mind 
was that Dr. John’s arrival in Hankow so 
long ago marked the beginning of a now 
era, From ancient times till then the 
Gospel was unknown, but by voice and pen 
all these years he bad made it known 
to countless numbers, and what 
change it had wrought. | They spoke of 
how lives had’ been transformed :“how 
churches were springing up’ everywhere; 
how schools, colleges, and hospitals had 
been establised ; how the hostile -senti- 
ments of officials and people had beon 
changed, and how the hope was brighten. 
ing for s new and better China- 
‘They thanked and glorified God for this, 
and wero full of love and gratitude to 
the Old Pastor, and daily prayed that,ho 
might long be spared to be their leader 























and pattern. By a fortunate coincidence, | 
Dr. Young J. Allen, himself a veteran of 
close on fifty years’ standing, happened 
assing through Hankow and added 
terest of the occasion by his 
presence and taking part. Dr. John 
to all in focling terms, He was 
groatly touched by the love and affection 
of his people: for all the good that had 
been accomplished he ascribed the glory 
to God who had thus honoured the 
efforts of his colleagues and himself. ‘To 
his mind there was no. career on earth 
which could for a moment compare with 
a missionary’s and his highest ambition, 
‘as long as ho lived, was to labour with 
them and for them. 

On tho Thursday, on the invitation of 
the members of the London Mission, a 
reception was held at “Tho Rest” to 
ive Dr. John’s foreign friends an op- 
portunity of presenting their congratula- 
tions. The building was beautifully 
decorated with flowers and flags, while 
the daintily set out to 
over by the ladios of the mission, both 
pleased the eye and appeased tho ‘claims 
of four o'clock. The number present 
was largo, and would have been still 
larger had not the typhoon, which “fol- 
lowed on ‘the hi of Sunday’s heat, 
brought with it wet weather and a 
stormy Yangtze.

voted ivith singleness of aim to one great 
the salvation’ of China. Your 
vevangeliatic and pastoral labours, your 
journeyings, your literary work, your 
work asa translator of the Scriptares, 
are known to At the close of 
these fifty" years yon are permitted 
to. see many encouraging evidences 
of the abiding and growing fruitfulness 
of your labours, Chief among these 
we know you will reckon, as we do, 
the existence to day of a Chinese Church 
in connection with this Mission, numbe: 
ing thousands of mombers, possessed of 
many institutions which have had 
the principal share in originating, aud 
extending over a large area not only in 
this province but slso in Hunan, the 
place that has occupied for many 

so’ large a share iu your thoughts an 
prayers, and where your life has moro 
than once beon in serious danger. It will 
‘bea joy Lo you at this time to be permitted 
‘to witness a condition of things groatly 
changed, and in some respects much for 
the better, as compared with that which 
existed in China formerly, a chauge such

years ago.

Let. them each be a true Episco- 
palian, Methodist, a Congregatioualist, or 
whatever their conviction might be, but 
lot each xt the samo time seo that he 
loved his brother missiouary and all 
would be well. This was the only union 
worth having : this was the cure for the 
friction and-dispeace.

DISASTROUS 
TYPHOON AT 
MANILA. 

MANY PERSONS ELECTROCUTED. 
Fro ru “Hoxexoxe Tévecnaru,” 


Un the 26th ult., Manila experienced 
almost the full force of a typhoon, the, 
contre of which passed within fifteen miles 
of the city. ‘The suddenness of th 
storm found everyone unprepared, as the 
signal had only beou hoisted at 6 s.m., 
and the typhoon was at its worst-by 2 
pm. with the result that the damage 





so beautifully: | 





caused was considerably more than. it 
might otherwise have been. Ou shore 
the extent of the,loss has beou estimated 
at $1,000,000, gold. The quarter- 
master's and all the large buildings along 
the water front wore rendered roofless, 
‘while every uipa building (matshed) 
around the city was entirely raised to the 
ground. As-a result. of this the native 
fiocked to the churches and theatres for 
rofuge, and these buildings were packod 
that night more than they had ever been 
during regular hours of attendance. 

During the height of the atorm the 
wires of the nowly-opened. electric tram- 
way wore broken, aud the current crented 
sad havog, killing 20 or 26 people before 
the connectious could be cut off. Cars 
were left stationary all over the city, 
windows in many houses were blown in 
and smashed, and. trees were suapped 
like matohes and thrown across. the 
thoroughfares. 

STEAMERS ASHORE. 

the harbour the United Sta 
transports Logau and Ingalls, the former 
of which had but just returned from 
Tientsin, were driven on the breakwater, 
but it was not thought they had sustain 
ed much damage ‘as they would firet: 
strike onthe mud, bank. Every vessel in 
the harbour dragged her anchor, and had 
up steam to’ prevent col 
Spanish mail steamer Alicante 
into the Sierra Banca, which 
had just arrived from Hongkong, 
sustaining damage to her side in 
tho shape of a big hole. Fifteen 
lighters were driven on to” the break- 
water and broken up, some of them 
boing loaded with* very valuable cargoes. 
There was, however, no loss of life 
reported in the harbour, 

‘The Observatory report showed tho 
force of the. wind to be 105 miles per 
hour, and it was estimated that if the 
typhoon had been travelling in the dia 
trically opposite direction damage 
would have boon infinitely g Dur- 
ing the full force of the storm, as tho 
meteorological report afterwards showee, 
an earthquake occurred, but the storm 
parently prevented anyone from: feol- 
ing it, and all were surprised when they 
heard of the occurrence later. Reports 
had not come in from the outlying dis- 
tricts, whore the centre actually passed, 
so it was not known, at the time our 
report left, to what extent damage had 
boon sustained there.

Mr. Pollock said there were one or 
two small matters on which he would 
like to address the Oourt. Errors had 
crept into the particulars supplied by his 
Tearned friend and there was also an 
error in the first paregraph of the plain- 
tiffe’ petition. With regard to the pa 
ticulars which bad been filed on behalf 
of the defendant it onght to have run 
«prior to the overtaking of the business 
by Dodwell, Carlill and Co.” With regard 
to paragraph 1 of the plaintiffs’ petition 
after the wording “ merchants” it ought 
to run “shipping agents.” He asked that 
the petition be amended accordingly. 

Mr. MeNeill said ho did not think his 
Lordship ought to grant this application 
for the alteration of paragraph 1 of the 
plaintiffs’ petition. First tho plaintiffs 
had asked for a restraint on the defond- 
ant carrying on business in Foochow, 
thn they asked for it to include Colombo, 
and now they went further and asked 
that he should be forbidden from carry- 
ing on the business of a shipping agent. 

‘Mr. Pollock replied that if his Lord- 
ship would refer to paragraph 1 .of the 
amended petition he would see that 
it was stated that the plaintiffs wero 
genoral merchants, shipping agents, in- 
surance, and commission agents, &e. It 
was [stated that the plaintiffs wore 
shipping agents and that was ad- 
mitted in the re-amonded answor filed on 
behalf of the defendant. In paragraph 7 
of the amended petition it was stated that 
dofendant had permitted his name to be 
used in the business of Moss and Co., as 
merchants, insurance agents, and genoral 
shipping agents. His learned friend 
could not now come into this Court and 
say that he did not know thore was any 
question about shipping. Counsel sub- 
mitted that it was only reasonable that 
he should be allowed to make paragraph 
lof the prayer correspond with. para 
graphs 1 and 7 of the amended potition. 
Mr. McNeill seemed to rely on tho 
original petition, but that was expressed 
in very general and wide: terms, and 
plaintiffs asked that defendant should 
not engage in the business of similar cha- 
acter to the plaintiffs in Foochow. Hore 
they wore asking much more specifically 
with regard to the business. It could 
not possibly be suggested seriously that 
such an amendment made at such a time 
could seriously prejudice the defendant, 
did not really expect that his learned 
d would have opposed it seriously. 

Mr. McNeill—We did not believe up'to 
this point that the plaintiffs wished to 
restrain with regard to shipping. 

His Lordship—I think the amendment 
must be made, bat I shall of course bear 
in mind what you say, Mr. McNeill. 

Mr. Pollock said the point he de- 
sired to lay-before his Lordship in the 
first instance was as to with whom the 
onus of proof lay.
